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REPORTS ON THE LINSEED CROP 
AND THEIR RELATION TO 
MARKET CONDITIONS. 





The recent government report on 
the flaxseed (linseed) crop, taken with 
private reports which have been in 
circulation since its compilation, indi- 
cates a total production of a little less 
than 15,000,000 bushels as compared 
with a total production of 13,800,000 
bushels last year, and a 1910-1914 aver- 
age of 18,700,000 bushels. There are, 
however, several] distinctive features 
of the condition of the linseed mar- 
ket, as affected by crop reports, which 
are worthy of comment. 

The July estimate as set forth 
the government crop report made the 
total probable production 14,000,000 
bushels, with an acreage of 1,591,000 
acres, which a month later in the 
August report was increased as to 
production by but 100,000 bushels, as 
deterioration and damage to growing 
crops was reported, a condition of 
affairs suggested also by private re- 
ports from the flax-growing sections 
of this country. The amount of this 
damage was not estimated, although 
it was held sufficient to have an im- 
mediate effect upon prices. So pessi- 
mistic were these reports from some 
quarters that it was held that the 
September estimates would indicate 
still further crop shrinkage from this 
source, with consequent stiffening of 
the market. 

But even after the compilation 
these estimates, and before they could 
be made public, conditions in the flax 
fields began to right themselves and, 
instead of further crop deterioration, 
a visible improvement was marked. 
Not only was the lost ground regained, 
but, as the latest estimates show, the 
changed conditions now augur a 15,- 
000,000 bushel production. 

That the market prices of both seed 
and oil were not radically affected 
by these revised estimates is due to 
the fact that they had been discounted 
following the news of improved con- 
ditions after the compilation of the 
August report, and in the interim be- 
fore its publication, 

With an estimated yield per acre 
of 9.4 bushels, according to the Sep- 
tember estimates, as compared with 
10.1 as the final for 1915 and a 1910- 
1914 average yield of 7.6 bushels per 
acre; and a September price per bushel 
of $1.90 as compared with $1.43% last 
year there seems to be a decidedly 
better outlook from the point of pro- 
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duction than was held during the early 
part of the summer. Early frosts in 
Minnesota, North and South Dakota 


and Montana—the' great flaxseed 
States—have not handicapped the 
growers this year to the extent so 
many times noted, and this, also, 
should have a decided effect in bring- 
ing the final yield up to the 15,000,000 
bushel point. 

With the unusual prosperity mani- 
fest in the industries of the country 


there will probably be a large domestic 
demand for linseed oil this Fall and 
Winter, and this will necessitate the 
importation of a large amount of Ar- 
gentine seed. With lack of needed 
rains in the Argentine, however, and 
large domestic demand in this country 
to be looked forward to, quotations at 
satisfactory levels seem to be assured 
for some time to come, unless there 
are radical changes in growing and 
harvesting conditions both here and 
in the Argentine Republic. 


HOW ARTIFICIAL DEMAND SENT 
BOTANICAL DRUG PRICES 
TO HIGH POINT. 








In confirmation of the position taken 
editorially last week by the Reporter 
that the advanced market quotations 
for a number of domestic botanical 
drugs were not warranted by growing 
conditions — particularly golden seal, 
senega root, cascara sagrada bark, 
and peppermint and spearmint oils— 
We are in receipt of interesting com- 
ment from one of the most extensive 
handlers of these botanicals in the 
United States. 

In commenting upon the abnormal 
prices attained, an added factor in 
price uplift is cited, which possesses 
the merit of being not generally un- 
derstood, although undoubtedly of 
great influence in bringing about the 
changes registered. When an inquiry 
comes to New York from Europe for 
certain domestic botanical drugs, the 
inquiry, according to this grower, is 
telegraphed to all parts of the West, 
and, if given to several brokers, is 
also wired by them to agents in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, with the 
result that the impression is spread 
abroad that a large amount of the 
drug is desired and that it is in great 
demand, when the entire order may 
not amount to half a ton. 

An instance of this kind which oc- 
curred only recently illustrates the 
fictitious price changes due to such 
widespread publicity. There are per- 
haps 25 carloads of mandrake root 
held in the West from last season’s 
crop, and the holders are asking from 
444@5 cents a pound for this botanical. 
Last week one importer had an in- 
quiry for 6,000 pounds, and this inquiry 
was telegraphed in all directions. The 
result was a sharp advance in price 
for mandrake root, without an order 
being given in the sections where the 
inquiry was made—a wholly artificial 
quotation movement, with no other 
cause than that the inquiry was sent 
out, 


In regard to golden seal root, while 
the New York and St. Louis prices are 
quoted at from $5.50 to $6 per pound, 
at the primary source the asking price 
is $5.10, with quotations as low as 
$5.05 made. In fact, a carload of this 
drug can be obtained today at the 
lower figure. What, then, is the rea- 
son for the advance made in New 
Yorh? 

The crop of wild root is somewhat 
short so far this season, because of 
the extremely hot weather of July and 
August, yet the abnormally high price 
of the cultivated root has had its ef- 
fect in bringing out the largest crop 
of golden seal root ever known in this 
country. One purchase was made last 
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week by one large house of 4,000 
pounds at $5 a pound, a total of 
$20,000. This is undoubtedly the larg- 
est single purchase of golden seal root 
ever made in this country from one 
grower, and is indicative of the size 
of the crop. Last year $10,000 worth 
was purchased by the same handler 
from the same grower, and it was 
stated at the time that there would 
have been more for sale had it not 
been left in the ground “until the 
price advanced.” If other growers 
are governed by the same incentive— 
and everything points to the fact that 
there were others—there will be an im- 
mense production of the cultivated root 
this Fall, since the majority will not 
dig until September or October, when 
the root is fully matured and heavy, 

Just as the cotton crop and other 
products of the earth have been made 
the subject of bank loans this year to 
an unusual extent, so has the botani- 
cal drug crop been collateral for the 
growers, with the result that they 
could afford to wait for “their price.” 
The result has been fictitious value 
and enhanced prices, but should the 
deductions of our informant prove 
correct a radical movement in the op- 
posite direction may be looked for ag 
soon as this new crop comes into the 
market, particularly should it prove of 
the unusual amount indicated. 
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PIPELINE REPORTS SHOW THAT 
MORE CRUDE PETROLEUM 
IS BEING TAKEN. 





With no new cutting of prices paid 
for crude oil in the larger producing 
fields, and with a relaxation of the 
strict embargo upon taking more than 
50 per cent. of new production in Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma, a steadier and more 
satisfactory tone has been given the 
crude petroleum market. 


Early in June it was realized that pro- 
duction was increasing too rapidly, ow- 
ing to developments in the Mid-Conti- 
nent fields, where gushers of large pro- 
ductive capacity were of almost daily 
occurrence, and a price cut was looked 
for. Instead there came the announce- 
ment of the pipeline companies on July 
8 that the amount of oil to be taken 
would be cut 25 per cent. On July 16 
a second reduction followed, and again 
during the latter part of August the 
stipulated amount was set at a still 
lower figure. Seventeen days after the 
first cut in pipeline takings the prices 
paid were slashed in Mid-Continent 
fields, and so quickly did they come— 
followed by similar reductions in all 
the petroleum fields except California— 
that on August 26 the quotation for 
Kansas-Oklahoma crude was 90 cents, 
while Pennsylvania and other high- 
grade oil was also selling at a marked 
reduction from top notch prices. 

New production has been curtailed 
proportionately since the first pipeline 
taking reduction, but not to a mini- 
mum. The firmer tone and the present 
readiness of the pipeline companies to 
increase the amount of oil handled can 
be traced directly to one predominating 
factor—a better demand from the East, 
which in turn is due to two causes:— 
Continued export at war-time high lev- 
els; the lessening of stocks of crude in 
the hands of Eastern refiners, who were 
well provided for at the time the first- 
run reduction went into effect. 

The pipeline reports for August show 
the following interesting details as to 
runs, deliveries and stocks:—

As indicative of conditions in the Mid- 
Continent field—the largest producing 
field in the country—the August figures 
of the Prairie Pipeline Company are 
illuminating:—The runs for the month 
aggregated 3,689,127.72 barrels, or a 
daily average of 112,552.18 barre.s. For 
the first eight months of 1916 the runs 
totaled 28,306,731.21, as against 21,096,566 
barrels for the corresponding period of 
1915. This was a gain ‘n round num- 
bers of 7,200,000 barrels. 

There was a gain of 127,502 barrels in 
the total runs in the Eastern fields; 
28,215 total increase in the IHinois 
fields; a total of 155,717 barrels over 
July in the fields east of the Missis- 
sippi. 

In Mid-Continent the increase over 
July was 78,124 barrels, or a daily aver- 
age increase of more than 2,500 barrels. 
The added takings by the pipelines in 
this field this month cannot but in- 
crease this total materially, and may 
affect prices and force other cuts. 

In taking the amount of stocks of 
crude oil on hand at the end of the 
month of August it is shown that, while 
Pennsylvania suffered a loss, Ohio and 
Kentucky and Mid-Continent showed a 
gain for August over July. Exclusive 
of 7,500,000 barrels of crude—approxi- 
mately—held in storage by private 
firms in the Mid-Continent field, the 
total stocks of crude amounted to 96,- 
$26,814.90 barrels in July, as compared 
with 96,621,241.90 in August, a decrease 
of more than 205,000 barrels.

bauxite, and that from such a solution 
the metal aluminum could readily be 
obtained by the electric current. 

The French chemist, Sabatier, 
through his research on the use of 
nickel as a catalyst for the addition of 
hydrogen to unsaturated compounds, 
provided the methods for changing our 
liquid cottonseed oil into semi-solid lard. 

The story of dyestuffs from coal tar 
is one long chapter of patient chemical 
research, 

Such illustrations could be multiplied 
indefinitely. It is unnecessary to re- 
count more to demonstrate the wonder- 
ful transforming power of chemistry 
on raw material, a power which results 
not from haphazard effort, but from 
an intense application of the methods 
of research, 

In this connection I have often won- 
dered, concludes the president of the 
American Chemical Society, why the 
naval stores interests of the South do 
not make greater use of chemistry in 
seeking to transform their crude prod- 
ucts. Spirits of curpentine is the cheap- 
est volatile oil in the world, and so in 


rosin we have the cheapest organic 
acid. Are not these capable of higher 
transformation? Chemical research 


alone can answer that question. So, 
too, cottonseed meal furnishes the 
cheapest protein in the world. Must 
these things always remain so? Must 
we always remain producers of cheap 
products while the world outside is ele- 
vating these to planes of higher use- 
fulness to humanity? This is a serious 
question which deserves earnest con- 
sideration by the men who direct our 
various industries. My only plea is 
that in such considerations more em- 
phasig be given to the possibilities that 
lie through utilization of chemical re- 
search,

WAR-TIME MARKET PRICE 
STUDIES—CHANGES IN 
ESSENTIAL OILS. 





An unusual range of price changes 
is manifest in the two-year compari- 
sons of quotations of essential oils and 
medicinal and other gums, which ap- 
pear this week in the Reporter’s series 
of war-time price studies, on page 17. 
This is the eighth of the market price 
comparisons of changes in the Re- 
porter’s markets since the outbreak of 
the European war, August, 1914, the 
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first of which, on the chemical market, 
appeared in our columns on July 31. 
The quotations are those of the New 
York markets, brought down to Sep- 
tember 16, by quarters, from August, 
1914, to date. 

The ninth of these studies—treating 
flowers, herbs and leaves and roots— 
will be printed in the Reporter of Sep- 
tember 25. Seeds, spices and waxes 
will be treated October 2, and then the 
sundry drug and miscellaneous list will 
be considered in two sections, bringing 
the comparisons to a close with the 
issue of October 16. 

It has been found that any analysis 
of the price-affecting factors in the Re- 
porter’s markets must take into consid- 
eration three vital influences—difficulty 
of transportation and the procuring of 
freight space, with attendant high 
prices; direct or indirect embargoes 
upon products formerly allowed ready 
exportation; searcity of labor or local 
conditions for which the European war 
is responsible. 

Other contributing factors in price 
changes are manifest this week in the 
reasons why, after radical advances, 
prices then fell again, or varied accord- 
ing to conditions in this country rather 
than through influences from across 
the seas. 

Few essential oils are made in this 
country, hence the first three reasons 
cited play the same part in price-fixing 
as they have been shown to have done 
in previous studies of the markets. 
Labor conditions, particularly with re- 
gard to labor employed in gathering 
flowers and fruits, were mirrored in 
increased cost at the primary source, 
with resulting uplift here, to which 
scarcity and high freight rates added 
still larger claims upon the cash bal- 
ances of the American consumer. But 
there were contra-advantages—the cut- 
ting off of foreign supply was followed 
by a decrease of foreign consumption, 
and this resulted in a greater propor- 
tionate supply for domestic purposes, 
with the result that in many cases—as 
will be seen by the tabular comparison 
on page 17—domestic prices have 
dropped radically from the high at- 
tained early in the war. 

In the case of the synthetic oils there 
was slill another factor—that of new 
dcmestic production. All the synthetic 
extracts, as distinguished from the 
natural, became exceedingly scarce in 
this country at the beginning of the 
war when the German artificial oils 
were shut off, and these prices re- 
mained at abnormally high levels un- 
til quite recently, when the gradual de- 
velopment of the coal-tar chemical in- 
dustry in this country, especially of 
coal-tar aromatics and flavoring sub- 
stitutes made from a coal-tar base, re- 
plenished supplies here in increasing 
amounts, 


As to the natural oils, such distinctly 
German and Austrian products as 
juniper oil, which, by the way, is dis- 
tilled from the Austrian and not the 
Italian juniper berry, reached almost 
prohibitive prices, with the result that 
the true oil can hardly be obtained in 
the United States, the price rising from 
75c.@$1 a pound in August, 1914, to a 
present quotation of from $7.25 to $8.50 
for the same quantity. 

Bitter almond, another German 
product, the supply of which is almost 
exhausted, has climbed from a quota- 
tion of $3.50@6.50 a pound in August of 
the war year to a merely nominal quo- 
tation today of $12@15 a pound. Amber 
oil, also from Germany, has risen from 
12@1l4c. for the crude, and 20@22%c. for 
the rectified to $1@1.50 and $1.75@2.25, 
respectively, the latter quotation being 
merely nominal. 

Otto of rose has registered indecision, 
its ups and downs being marked. 
Prices for this commodity held along 
reasonably even levels so long as Bul- 
garia remained aloof from the war. At 
the outset of hostilities the price range 
was from $10 to $12 an ounce, from which 
point it receded to a low of $6.25, since 
that time ranging about $14, because of 
war-time conditions in the primary 
market. 





Even anise and cassia oils, and al- 
most all the so-called spice oils, of 
Chinese or East Indian origin, have 
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shown unprecedented advances because 
of the curtailed shipping facilities In 
India and the Orient generally. 

Readers of the Reporter are perfectly 
familiar with the influences which have 
effected the price changes in the mar- 
ket for crude camphor gum. The most 
recent advance has been brought about 
by the price increase to take effect 
October 1 by mandate of the Japanese 
camphor monopoly, and by the great 
searcity of the smaller sizes of Japan- 
ese refined gum. 

Gum arabic has registered an almost 
perpendicular advance, which has been 
due in large measure to the closing of 
the Soudan and the expulsion of the 
most reputable traders from this ter- 
ritory, thus leaving the business in the 
hands of the Arabs, who are notorious- 
ly undependable. The scarcity of 
amber sorts has been especially pro- 
nounced with a price advance from 10% 
cents to 25 cents, and the receding to 
a present quotation 15@16 cents, follow- 
ing easing in transportation conditions. 
A similar shortage of gum tragacanth 
has been due to the complete shutting- 
off of supplies from Turkey and in- 
creasing difficulties found in making 
shipments of the Aleppo grades from 
Syria. 

A specially pronounced increase in 
the price of Curacao aloes in gourds, 
while prices for case goods have re- 
mained about the same, with quota- 
tions today about a cent less than dur- 
ing the first war month, is explained 
by the fact that native packers have 
not appreciated the largely enhanced 
quotations in this style of packing, and 
have not seen fit to meet the demand.

Her master, 
Captain Segebarth was formerly in com- 
mand of the oil tanker America. 


The Solar Refining Company is in- 
stalling ninety Burton stills for the 
production of gasoline, with an expend- 
iture of $1,000,000 for these and other 
improvements, and its refining plant at 
Lima, Ohio, will rank among the first 
in the country when the improvements 
are complete. At present it has a ca- 
pacity of more than 10,000 barrels of 
crude oil daily, and sells its products in 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and Kentucky, 
with the standard of Ohio a large pur- 
chaser of refined.

Plans for Coming Convention of Independent Oil Men’s 
Association Discussed and Program Outlined— 
Harry Kellogg Chosen President. 


Chicago, Sept, 15, 1916. 
‘The annual meeting of the Chicago Pe- 
troleum Association was held at the Ho- 
tel Morrison here last Tuesday night. It 
was the first session of the club after 
the summer holiday season and the busi- 
ness session was preceded by a dinner, at 
which President J. Hoagland presided.

FOR: REPEAL OF STAMP TAX SECTIONS

is repealed in its entirety with the ex- 
ception of sections 3 and 4, which are 
continued in effect until January 1, 1917. 
Section 3 is entitled “Special Taxes,’ and 
covers the tax on banks, brokers, pro- 
prietors of theaters, etc. Section 4 is 
that dealing with tobacco and 
manufacturers. Under the new law the 
taxes imposed in Sections 3 and 4, with 
some modifications, are continued after 
January 1, 1917. 

The old stamp taxes, documentary, etc., 
contained in schedule A of the internal 
revenue act of October 22, 1914, are wiped 
out, and the taxes imposed in schedule 
B of the same act are abolished, also. 
These latter taxes were imposed on per- 
fumery, cosmetics and other similar ar- 
ticles, and on chewing gum, 

The new law, so far as the stamp taxes 
imposed under the old, became effective 
the day after the approval of the act by 
the President, which was September 9%. 
No stamps were necessary, therefore, 
after September 8.

Redemption of Unused Stamps. 


All persons who possess internal rev- 
enue stamps issued under the authority 
of the act of October 22, 1914, the old 
law, are authorized by the new law to 


have them redeemed, provided they were 
not purchased from the government more 
than two years prior to their presenta- 
tion for redemption. If a period of two 
years or more has elapsed, the statute 
of limitations will run against the stamps 
and they will not be redeemed. 

A special form, known as form 46, is- 
sued by the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
is to be used by persons or corporations 
holding these stamps which they desire 
to have redeemed. The stamps, accom- 
panied by this form, filled out in detail, 
must be filed with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue in the internal revenue 
district in which the possessor of the 
stamps is located. ‘These claims will be 
forwarded to Washington where they 
will be passed upon and when finally al- 
lowed, the money will be paid through 
the auditor of the Treasury Department. 

The officials in the claims division of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau expect to 
be swamped with claims for refunds on 
these stamps. No provision has been 
made by Congress to increase the force 
in this division, and it may be more 
than a year before the officials can find 
the time to pass upon all the claims 
which will come flooding into the bu- 
reau, it was said here. 

In the case of stamps which have been 
attached to goods which have not been 
moved from the factory premises, re- 
funds will be allowed also, provided the 
individual packages can be exhibited to 
the deputy collectors. In such case each 
stamp must be specially cancelled and 
claims must be made in the same man- 
ner as in the case of other stamps. If 
goods have been removed from the fac- 
tory, it is held that the tax accrues with 
the removal and therefore no refund will 
be permitted. 


Provisions Relating to Alcohol. 


So far as the provisions of the new 
law relating te ‘‘alcohol,’" meaning dis- 
tilled spirits, grape brandy or _ wine 
spirits used im the fortification of sweet 
wines, fermented liquors, wines, liqueurs, 
cordials, ete., are concerned, there has 
been no change in the tax on distilled 
spirits; in the case of grape brandy or 
wine spirits used in the tortification of 
sweet wine, the tax has been reduced 


from 55 cents per gallon to 10 cents; fer- 
mented liquors remain the same at #1.50 
per barrel containing not more than 31 
gallons, :

Treasury Department Ruling as to 


Repeal of Stamp Taxes. 
Washington, Sept. 15, 1916. 

Assistant Secretary Andrew J. Peters. 
of the Treasury Department, has issued 
an order to collectors of customs and 
others concerned in relation to the rev 
enue act of September 8, 1916, providing 
rates of duty on dyestuffs and printing 
paper and repealing the stamp taxes on 
entries and bonds as follows:— 

“Section 410 of the act repealed so much 
of the act of October 22, 1914, and the 
joint resolution of December 31, 1915. as 
provides for documentary stamps. Such 
stamps are not required on entries and 
bonds made on and after September 9, 
1916. Paragraph %2, provides that unless 
otherwise provided in the act it shall 
take effect on the date following its pas- 
sage.

DYE INVESTIGATION 
LABORATORY PLANNED 


Bureau of Chemistry Officials at 
Work Studying Manufacture of 
Dyestuffs Here—Already in Touch 
With Manufacturers. 


QUANTITIES OF MATERIALS 
READY AFTER THE WAR 


Washington, Sept. 15, 1916. 
The study of the manufacture of dyc- 
stuffs has already been begun by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, made possible 
under the $0,000 appropriation contained 
in the new agricultural appropriation law 
for that purpose. That the scope of this 


inquiry will develop on a large scale was 
the prediction made today by officials of 
the Bureau of Chemistry of the Agricul- 
tural Department, which has been 
charged with the inquiry into the manu- 
facture of dyes. Necessarily, however, 
the development of this branch of work 
by the department will depend largely 
on the success with which its efforts are 
crowned, the value which the inquiry will 
be to the dye industry in this country, 
and the support which succeeding Con- 
gresses are willing to accord it. 

The department, through the Bureau of 
Chemistry, is already in communication 
with manufacturers of dyes and large 
users of colors. It is expected that the 
government chemists will be able to give 
them valuable suggestions in regard to 
dyes in the future. At present the work 
of investigation is proceeding in the 
laboratories of the bureau already estab- 
lished, but it is planned to establish a 
separate laboratory dedicated to the work 
of investigating the manufacture of dyes 
exclusively as soon as the materials nec- 
essary for the construction of such a 
laboratory can be obtained. With the 
manufacturers of the country hard at 
work turning out war munitions for the 
nations abroad, it may be some time, 
probably several months, it was said, 
before these materials can be obtained. 

Huge quantities of raw materials needed 
for the manufacture of coal-tar dyes will 
be at hand in this eountry 2s soon as 
the American manufacturers give over 
the manufacture of war munitions, it 
was pointed out at the Department of 
Agriculture. The coal-tar derivitives used 
in the manufacture of munitions, by- 
products or other industries which in the 
past have not been used here, will be 
available. The department officials as- 
sert that this country will be in a posi- 
tion to obtain all the raw materials it 
requires for the manufacture of dyes. 

Che manufacture of dyestuffs is being 
investigated by the Department of Agri- 
culture, it is said, in order to aid in the 
final analysis, the producers of cotton and 
of wool, and through them the textile 
manufacturers. It is an entirely new de- 
parture for the department and every ef- 
fort is being made to show its value. If 
this is clearly proven, it is to be expected 
that another year the appropriations for 
this work will be much greater than the 
initial $50,000 allowed this year. 

As soon as results are obtained by the 
government chemists in this investiga- 
tion, they will be made public for the 
use of any American manufacturers who 
may desire to make use of them. 

The government chemists realize that 
they have a huge task ahead of them, in 
competing with the chemists of Germany, 
who have for years made the closest and 
most painstaking study of the manufac- 


ture of dyes. It has been pointed out 
too, that in Germany expert chemists 
actually pay bonuses to be allowed to 


work in some of the institutions producing 
dyestuffs, whereas in this country, expert 
chemists demand considerable _ salaries 
for their work. The government chem- 
ists expect to work hand in hand with 
the chemists employed by the American 
manufacturers, however, and believe they 
will receive valuable suggestions from 
them as well as give such suggestions.

Special Course in Food Chemistry at 
Columbia University. 


A course in the practical chemistry of 
the food industries, conducted by the 
School of Practical Arts of the Teachers’ 
College, a special evening course of twelve 
lectures begins October 2. Washington 
Pratt is to be the instructor and further 
details as to registration, etc., can be 
obtained at the university. The follow- 
ing topics will be discussed:-- 

Importance of the fcod industries. Genera 
principles of chemistry relating to food indus 
tries. Proteins, carbohydrates and fats. En 
zymes, digestion and nutrition. Air and micro 
organisms, and the problem of food preserva 
tion industries. Milk and its products, Flour 
yeast, leavens and baked products. Brewing 
and distilling. Sugar, molasses and confec 
tionery, Corn products. Vegetable oils. Mea 
and its products. 

In addition to the food industries above men 
tioned, others will be touched upon incident 
ally. Each industry will be considered wit 
reference to source, nature, transportation an 
storage of the raw material; manufacture 
storage and distribution of the finished produc' 
and special problems such as those of adultera 
tion or nutritive values.

ELEVEN FIRMS ELECTED 
AS MEMBERS OF CLUB 


The September meeting and dinner of 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of New 
York was held last Thursday evening in 
the green room of the Hotel McAlpin. As 


this was the first meeting since last 


spring a large attendance was looked for, 
and the expectation was realized as the 
dining hall was well filled at the ap- 
pointed hour. 

During the progress of the dinner an 
interesting and varied entertainment was 
provided, and the entertainment commit- 
tee, of which A. Klipstein, Jr., was chair- 
man, came in for warm commendation. 
The greatest applause was evoked by the 
singing of a quartet improvised from the 
members of the club and led by one of 
New York's famous prima donnas. The

President Chatfield in the Chair. 


After full justice had heen done to the 
excellent repast, President H. S. Chat- 
field called the business session to order 
Before taking up routine matters Charles 
F. Roth, secretary and treasurer of the 
New York section of the American Chem 
ical Society, was introduced Mr. Roth 
spoke at some length on the subjeci 
“Chemical Achievements in_ the Unitea 
States."’ In addition to discussing the 
progress recently made in general chem- 
ical IMes, Mr. Roth particularized on 
what had been done in the paint, ofl, 
glass and kindred trades. 

Frank P. Cheesman, president of the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion, was then called upon and delivered 
what he termed his swan song, as it was 
his last appearance before the New York 
Club in his official capacity of President 
of the National Association.

The export tonnage was 
over 15 per cent. heavier than in 1915 
while the total value of $61,464,051 was

ceeded that of 1915 by $10,548,970

American trade followed the general 
shrinkage with a decline in quantity 0 
nearly half, while market readjustments 
due to the war were evident in_c nsid- 
erable shipments to the United Kingdom 
and Italy. 

Coconut oil. though in 
locally, has only in the last few 2 
leveloped importance as an export in- 
dustry. and has already surpassed tn 
value not only the leaf tobacco, but also 
the cigar trale—two products long and 
peculiarly identified with the islands ex- 
ports. Shipments of coconut oil amount- 
ed to nearly three million dollars (#2,988,- 
161) in 1916, and though the increase was 
only nominal, further development. 1s 
looked fer through a new and large plant 
about to begin operations. The present 
output is practicallv all shipped to the 
itnited States ($2,972.341 worth in 1916), 
which in recent years has consumed im- 
ports valued at from four to Six million 
dollars annually from British and Brit- 
ish colonial sources in addition to the 
Philippines.

50,000,000 Gallons to Be Consumed 
in 1917. 


The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
of the Navy Department has completed 
estimates of the fuel oil consumptien of 
the United States Navy for 1917 and an- 
nounced a total of 50,000,000 gallons. | Phere 
are now nine oil-burning vessels in the 
navy. The task of filling the oil tanks 
at sea will be handled by four tankers 
having a total capacity of 200,000 barrels 
of 8,400,000 gallons. ’ 

Congress this year appropriated for 
four dreadnoughts and four battle-cruis- 
ers, Which will be oil-burning ships. These 
will be completed by 1919. Under the 
three-year program adopted by the ses- 
sion just closed there will be ten dread- 
noughts and six battle cruisers completed 
by 1922, all oil burners. : 

“The new dreadnoughts appropriated for 
will burn 27,325 pounds of oil an hour at 
their maximum speed of 21 knots, and 
4,460 pounds an hour at the ordinary 
cruising speed of 10 knots. The new bat- 
tle cruisers will burn 163,750 pounds of oil 
an hour at their maximum speed of 31 
knots, and 5,440 pounds an hour at the 
eruising speed of 10 knots. Bs 

No estimate has yet been completed of 
the fuel consumption after 1917, as the 
naval program of manoeuvers, drills and 








cruises has not been worked out beyond 

that date. 

Less Fuel Burned with Electric 
Drive. 

The new electric drive which is now 


being installed on the dreadnoughts Cali- 
fornia and ‘Tennessee, now building, and 
which will be installed on all of the 
dreadnoughts and battle cruisers in the 
approved three-year naval program, wil! 
reduce somewhat the fuel oil consump- 
tion, as against the consumption in direct 
steam driven battleships. y 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering, of 
the Navy Department, estimated that the 
California and Tennessee will burn about 
15 per cent. less oil with the electric 
drive than they would have with the 
steam engines with which it was original- 
ly intended to install them. The bureau 
said, however, that with the improved 
steam drive now obtainable, only a saving 
of from 4 to 5 per cent. will be effected 
by the electric drive. 

Not ailowing for an increase im the 
siz2 of the next war craft to be conr- 
structed, but figuring Only on those now 
authorized, the navy will contain by 1922 





fourteen new capital ships, which will 
burn a total of 1,255,750 pounds of fuel 
oil an hour at high speed, and 77,240 


pounds an hour at cruising speed. 





Wyoming. 
Casper, Wyo., Sept. 14, 1916. 
The bringing in of two new wells in the Big 
Muddy field, in the northwest corner of Con- 


verse county, Wyoming, and between Casper 
and Douglas, has ircreased the interest in 


other fields of Converse county, and oil men 
are confident that before the winter season 
ends many other wells will be added to the 


present producing number. The Elkhorn Oil 
Company struck what shows for a good well 
in the Big Muddy field at a depth of $75 feet, 
and the prospects are for a well better than a 
hundred barrels a day. ‘The Glenrock Petro- 
leum Company has also made another strike 
about half a mile from the Elkhorn’s well and 
close up to the well on the Merritt property 
of a week ago. This new well looks like a. 50- 
barrel producer, but a shot may more than 
double the production, In the Brenning Basin 
field, in the same county and southsast from 
tha Big Muddy field and southwest of Doug- 
las, the Douglas-Wyoming Oil Company is 
making preparations for active development 
work. Heretofore this company has contracted 
the drilling of its wells, but is now placing 2 
staniard rig on its holdings and has purchased 
a string of drilling tools and will drill its own 
wells. Eight additional wells will be drilled 
on the property as rapidly as the drill can do 
it. Standard rigs, it is also reported, will be 
installed by other operating companies in the 
field. The Cheyenne River Oil Compeny is at 
work drilling at its wildcat well in the Chey- 
enne River basin. 

About half a mile to the east of the Hall 
Nil Company’s wells in the Pilot Butte field, 
northwest of Riverton, in Fremont county, 
Oscar Nicholson has what shows for a good 
oil well on his 80-acre tract, ofl being found 
at a depth of 860 feet. This well extends 
the producing section of the fleld at least half 
a mile further east. 

The most important test work at this time 
in any section of Wyoming are the three deep 
test wells to be drilled by the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany on Sage Creek, on the Shoshone Indian 
Reservation, in Fremont county. This is twen- 
ty miles north of Lander and will largely de- 
termine to what extent the oi] basin under- 
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lies that part of Wyoming. A party of Lander 
men havo leased their tract of land to the 
company, consisting of 600 acres, and the Ohio 
Oil Company ts to drill three wells to be lo- 
eated on different parts of the tract and upon 
what is one of the most perfect anticlines or 
domes yet discovered anywhere in the State. 
Work on the first well started several days ago 
and will be continued night and day until the 
three wells are finished or until it is positively 
determined that there is no oil on the tract. 
The three wells, it is estimated, will cost 
considerable oer $36,000, and more if they are 
compelled to go to a depth of 3,000 feet. The 
first hole is heing started at 12 inches at the 
top and tapered down, as pipe must be installed 
to case off water or any substance that may be 
encountered in the hole. Water for drilling 
rurposes is piped from Sage Creek and oil is 
being used for fuel at the well. There is a 
natural water grade from the site of the well 
now drilling to Arapahoe, Wyopo or Lander, 
and a pipe line is a possibility to one of the 
points if oil is found in commercial quantities. 

Three train loads of oil are now being 
shipped from Frannie to the refinery at Grey- 
bull One train is scheduled during the day 
and two trains at night, and the lease own- 
ers in the Elk Basin field from whence the 
oil is piped to Frannie say that the Elk 
Basin pool is only partly tested out, The 
well known as the West well, near Lovell, in 
the northern section of the Big Horn Basin 
country, haus developed into a dry hole and 
has been pullei out and the material and 
drilling outfit moved to some other location. 
The well of the Crall-Hyde Company, on the 
Rogers tract north of Greybull, is making a 
slight showing of oil at a depth of about 
800 feet, but is being drilled to a lower yay 
sand This well, if it proves a producer, 
will add much undeveloped lands to the 
Greybull field. 

The Lucerne Oil and Gas Company, of 
Thermopolis, with a capital of $100,000, has 
been incorporated by C. N. Axtell, Frank R. 
Charles and Sam Peterson. 

The Mexico-Wyoming Petroleum Company 
case, involving the right of the government 
to withdraw oil lands from entry in Wyo- 
ming, is scheduled for hearing at this ses- 
sion of the United States Appellate Court, 
to be held in Denver, Col. This case is being 
closely watched by the oil and gas people 
in general over the country, as many cares 


ef the same kind deperd much upon the 
decision of this important cse 
P. A. Balle, of Calgary, Alberta, Western 


Canada, is looking over the Wyoming oll fields. 
He is vice-president of a Canadian oil concern 
nda rector in several others, and has been 
in the oil game for several years. In sizing 
up the prospects in the Greybull field, he states 
that in all his experience he has never seen 
a field that has so promising an outlook, tak- 
ing into consideration the natural signs and 
£ ical showings as well as the actual pro- 
ducing wells as he finds in the Greybull sec- 
tion or in the Big Horn Basin section. He 
predicts that Wyoming will eventually be one 
of the largest producing flelds in the country. 
Mr. Palle’s main object in visiting the Grey- 
bull field was to examine the 70-acre tract now 
being developed by Reynolds & Sypher, about 
a mile or so southwest of Greybull. The well 
upon this tract is rapidly nearing the depth 
where should be found, and being the cen- 
ter of a series of producing wells, should show 
favorable output of crude oil. More wells 
lrilled upon this acreage If the pres- 
ng well proves of any value. 




















The Wyvyotana O11 Company’s wildcat well, 
1bout three miles east of Lovell, In the Big 
Horn Basin, is reported to have struck a 
showing of oil and has what looks like a 


valuable oil find, but nothing definite can be 
said of the well until it is thoroughly finished 
and put to producing The Northwestern Oi! 
Company has a well that is drilling in the sand 
in the Bie Muddy field. in the northwestern 
part of Converse county and east of Casper. 
Thi s in close proximity to the late wells 
the Elkhorn Company.

The Muddy Creek Field. 


Sensational developments have characterized 
the activities in the Big Muddy petroleum field, 
in the northwestern section of Converse county 
and southeast of Casper, during the past few 
da and new discoveries are reported almost 
ails Twelve rigs, a majority of them stand- 
ard drilling rigs, are now in operation, and 
others will be set up before many days, The 
field, particularly that which lies near the 
Platte River, is now proved as a shallow fleld 
beyond all shadow of doubt, conjecture or spec- 
ulation, and future developments, it is believed, 
will only tend to increase the area of the 
proven territory. 

The Tim Kinney well, on section 4, which 
was brought in a few days ago, emitted a 
volume of high grade oil, when the other day 
it flowed for about ten minutes, refuting to 
a certain extent geological predictions that the 
Big Muddy field is not associated with gas 
pressure. The pressure in the Shannon sand 
is not heavy, however, and thus far this phe- 
nomenon cannot be directly associated with the 
new field. The Kinney well is on State land, 
lease] exclusively by Tim Kinney of Coke- 
ville, Wyo., and lies within a few rods of the 
Plaite River. The well was drilled by the Green 
Drilling Company, and it was the original 
intention of the owner to go to the Wall Creek 
sand if necessary. With this in mind a 12%- 
inch bit was used, somewhat out of the ordi- 
nary, and as a rule not customary in shallow 
sand drilling. The tools that drilled this well 
are the heaviest in the new field. The Shannon 
sand was tapped at a depth of 925 feet, and 





although the indications are most favorable, 
Elmer Green, the drilling contractor, esti- 
mated that the production will approximate 


7> to 100 barrels when the pumping Its started. 
The well is cased with heavy 10%-inch casing 
to the entire depth, so that if the owner wishes 
the well can be continued on down to any 
other pay sand that might exist below the 
Shannon sand. 

A few rods east of the Kinney well ts the 
Humphreys Oil Company’s No. 1, also in sec- 
tion 4, and on land owned by the Glenrock 
Sheep Company. The Humphreys Oi! Com- 
pany fs a subsidiary operating company of the 
Merritt Oil and Gas Company. which controls 
large holdings in the fleld and in charge of 
E. S. Yous, recently of Oklahoma. This well 
was drilled in a few days ago, and was done 
with a Star drilling machine. The well was 
drilled to within a few feet of the sand and 
was then cased with 8-inch casing before pro- 
gressing further. Storage tanks are being built 
as rapldly as possible to accommodate the pro- 
duction, which is estimated at between 60 and 
S80 barrels. 

One of the really sensational wells of the 
Muddy Creek field was struck on section 3, 
about 300 vards east of the Humphreys well, 
and was drilled in Saturday. It is known as 
the Merritt Oil and Gas Company’s No. 2, and 
is on land leased from the State. Since the 
oll sand was encountered In this well it has 
flowed an average of 100 barrels a day, spout- 
ing periodically every six hours. An analysis 
of the product from this well shows 20 per 
cent. gasoline and a specific gravity test of 
about 36 per cent. ‘The present production 
flows into a small reservoir, banked up tem- 
porarily, and is being uged for fuel purposes 
and sold to the other operating campanies in 
the field, which as yet have been unsuccess- 
ful in finding the desired product. It is eet!- 
matel this well will develop into an 8 to 100- 
barrel pumper and has transportation facilities 
within less than a stone’s throw away. 

The Merritt well, No. 1, is now pumping 
sixty barrels a day and has averaged this 
production ce it was brought in. The own- 
ers have applied for a Tnited States patent for 
the land upon which the well is located, and 
more particularly described as follows:—The 
northeast corner of the northwest half of sec- 
tion 19; the south half of the southwest quar- 
ter of section 3, all in township 33, range 76 
west 

The Elkhorn Oil and Gas Company's well on 
section 4 is shut in, and until adequate tank- 
age capacity is provided, it is said that the 
directors of the company will not issue in- 
structions to proceed with the pumping. 

The Douglas-Wyoming Of! Company, a new 
company operating in the Brenning Basin field, 
in Converse county and near Douglas, Is pre- 
paring to carry on an exploration campaign 
in that field that will probably prove the value 
of the field. This company is making active 
preparations to drill eight wells to the oil 
producing sand on the 78 acres which it owns 
in the heart of the Brenning Basin fleld, and 
will expend between $50,000 and $75,000 in 
testing out its holdings. This company is com- 
posed mostly of Denver capital 

The Great Western Oil Company’s well on 
the Coffield tract, near Basin, has been cleaned 
out and flowed three times during the week. 
The well fs still bothered with floating sand, 
but by hard work the owners expect to over- 
come this within a short time and get the 
well to pumping. 

The Wyoming Oil and Coal Company has 
located twelve claims In township 34, range 94, 
being a continuation east of the Alkali Butte 
field. Affidavits of discovery on the claims 
and articles of incorporation of the company 
were filed at the same time. ‘The incorpora- 
tors are G. O. Brown, W. P. Holman, Fred 
Van Gorden, Charles Lindsley and Bryant 8. 
Cromre. 

A. M. Barringer is reported to a depth of 
1,100 feet in one of his wells near Cody, in 
Park county, and down over 100 feet in an- 
other test about four and a half miles to the 
southeast of Cody. 

The first oil strike to be made in the Sage 
Creek field, in Fremont county. In the Wind 
River Reservation district, has just been made 
by the Ohio Oil Company, driling for a Lan- 
der eyndicate. Oil sand was found at 540 feet 
and the hole filled up with fluid, indicating a 
nice shallow sand well.

The influx of operators continues 
with unabated vigor, and where the least indi- 
cations of petroleum exist a bunch of operat- 
ors are on the ground after leases. Probably 
the majority of Kentuckr’s 120 counties have 
been leased over. Many, probably, will not be 
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subjected to tests in the near future e 
number of counties, however, are cortaie to be 
tried out before the end of the year in the 
search for shallow sand production. Wildcat- 
ting this summer has produced some results 
of an_ encouraging nature, while a few tests 
— oa unsatisfactory Hi 

n the August record of activity tw y- 
Separated counties heretofore outside the omen 
of activity contributed some wells which look 
encouraging. A strike in Metcalf county, to- 
ward the Tennessee line, has been tried out 
and shows a yield of 25 barrels daily, The 
location of this strike is remote from any 
proven field in Lower Kentucky.

The Rockcastle County Oil 
and Gas Company, operating three miles south 
of Mt. Vernon and on a line seventy miles 
southwest of the Irvine field, drilled in a 
well at 410 feet which shows up for 20 bar- 
rels daily. This ia the first strike in the 
county, after the failures of last montR. and 
is putting new life into the development of 
the county. The company is today starting 
another test in the vicinity of the new strike 
and has ordered two additional rigs for im- 
mediate shipment. Thirty thousand acres are 
under lease by this concern. 

In the edge of Jackson county, southeast of 
the Estill field, a wildcat well came in Mon 
day of this week showing a yield of 25 bar 
rels This strike is in virgin territory and 
bears out the opinion of the trade that a 
southeast extension is probable, extending 
through Jackson and Clay counties into. the 
old Knox county pool. Along this line, over 
100 miles in extent, dozens of leasetakers have 
been at work this summer. 

Around the Estill county field good results 
continue. As the most active pool east of the 
Mississippi this territory has been making a 
remarkable showing in new production. One 
new strike of importance, just drilled into the 
sand, wae the Gains-Marcus test on the Wil- 
son farm, Red Lick, several miles apart from 
production. The well showed a yield of 100 
barrels. Oil was found in a crevice. This 
strike means another extension and further 
wildeat drilling will be pushed. On Tickey 
Fork, ahead of production, Redway & Co. have 
two new wells making 25 and 40 barrels, re- 
spectively. In the Miller’s Creek, Furnace. 
Cow Creek and Ravinna pools many new welle 
are reported, with a lighter percentage of 
failures than formerly. The drilling of wells 
into a second sand, recently opened, promises 
important results in the Furnace district. The 
deeper wells are small in capacity, but operat- 
ors expect to discover something more worth 
while.

There has been very little doing in the 
fiax market during the past week, and 
while prices are higher than they were 
a week ago, the situation is far from 


sirong. Crushers appear not to be very 
much interested, but as a matter of fact 
they are, and buy on all recessions. They 
wait for these though and do not get into 
the market except on the low points. 

hey are pretty well satisfied that lower 
levels will be reached and seem deter- 
mined not to countenance flax at over 
$2.10. Crop news is to the effect that the 
yield will -be considerably larger than 
last year and that while frost has hit 
some sections the crop as a whole has 
come through in good shape. That there 
was more acreage than last year is estab- 
lished and the yield is good. A report re- 
ceived from what is considered reliable 
sources this morning gives an estimate 
on the Canadian West’s yield at 6,700,000 
bushels, which is close to 2,000,000 more 
than that of last season, and this report 
is accepted as correct here. Reports 
from American side of the line indicate 
that the yield will be about 15,000,000 or 
more, which will give perhaps 2,000,000 
more bushels than last season. Estimates 
of the continent’s crop yield this vear are 
therefore about 22,000,000 to 23,000,000 bush- 
els, a much easier situation than faced 
the crushers last year. 

The flax movement at present is almost 
at a standstill, and there is still a good 
deal of the seed left to help out the 
needs to be furnished by the new crop. 
Over 1,000,000 bushels are in the Duluth 
clevators, and at Fort William-Port Ar- 
thur last Saturday there were still 1,063,- 
(00 bushels of Canadian flax; with a com- 
paratively light movement for the week. 
Shipping has been halted by the dullness 
of the oil market 

Statements just issued by the Board of 
Grain Commissioners at Fort William and 
Port Arthur show that during the crop 
year of 1915-16, ending August 31, 4,684,648 
bushels were shipped from there, as 
against 4,484,724 during the previous year. 
and 12,145,237 bushels in the crop year of 
1913-14, 

It is claimed that speculators have been 
pretty well cleaned out of the flax market 
and those that are in still are expected 
to unload soon because of the unat 
tractiveness of the situation.

Entire Division of Bureau of Census 
to Collect Cotton Statistics. 


Washington, Sept. 15, 1916. 

In compliance with an act of Congress 
approved August 7 last, authorizing the 
Director of the Census to collect and pub- 
lish statistics of and cotton- 
seed products, the Director of the Bureau 
is preparing to set aside an entire divi- 
sion of the Bureau ito make these investi- 
gations, and authorized by 
the same act dealing with the amount of 
cotton going into the manufacture of 
munitions and surgical dressings. 

The inquiry into the quantity of cotton- 


seed used and the uses to which it is 
put will deal with the quantity of cotton- 
seed received at oil mills, the quantity 
of cottonseed crushed in the mills, the 
quantity of crude cottonseed products and 
refined oil produced, the quantities of 
these shipped out of the mills and the 
quantity of the products and of cot- 
tonseed on hand, the quantities of 


cottonseed 


also those 


crude and refined cottonseed oil held by 
refiners, by manufacturers of compound 
lard, butterine, oleomargarine and soap, 


and by brokers, exporters and warehouse- 
men, engaged in handling crude and re- 
fined cottenseed oil, and the quantity of 
cottonseed and cottonseed products im- 
ported and exported. 


Fer the collection and publication of 
these statistics, Congress has allowed 
$10,000 a year. The information obtained 


under the provisions of the act from 
any individual establishment is to be held 
as confidential and to be used only for 
the statistical purposes for which it is 
required, 

lhe law 
of the cottonseed oil 
ing establishments, 
houses where cottonseed 
produced, manufactured or _ stored to 
give full and correct information to the 
Director of the Census when called upon 
and provides penalties for failure to do 
so similar to those imposed upon em- 
ployes of the census bureau violating the 
confidence placed in them. 

The Director of the Census is also 
authorized to collect and publish statistics 
of raw and prepared cotton and linters, 
cotton waste, and hull fiber consumed 
in the manufacture of guncotton and ex- 
plosives of all kinds, and of absorbent 
and medicated cotton, during the calendar 
year 1915, and quarterly thereafter.

Uncertainty regarding 
supplies and prices for certain materi- 
als have acted as a check on forward 
business, but this has not interfered to 
any extent with current demand, and 
merely has meant that buying has in- 
volved smaller quantities and has been 
of a hand to mouth variety. This is not 
true in all cases, and most consumers 
have seen fit to cover ahead their re- 
quirements for the lead-zinc pigments. 
In the case of zinc oxide it is necessary 
to contract ahead, owing to the fact that 
leading producers have adopted that 
method of distributing their output, and 
spot offerings are too meager to admit 
of free quotations. As reported in our 
last issue, contract prices for French 
process zinc oxide have been announced 
for the last quarter of the year, and this 
has increased demand for this product. 
Linseed oil was reported as easier this 


week, with some competition among 
crushers helping to put prices down. 
Other paint-making oils are holding 


firm in price and in all cases consuming 
demand is light. Dry colors are in an 
unsettled position, with quotations for 
many selections showing a range ac- 
cording to seller, and in some cases the 
difference in price represent a difference 
in grade. Metallic paints have been in 
good demand, and some sellers say that 
sales are considerably above those ot 
last year, thus showing that the us? 
of this pigment is on the increase. Lith- 
opone is moving freely against o'd con- 
tracts and spot trading is reported at 
different price levels, with values de- 
pending upon sellers.

CHINA CLAY.—There is a _ steady 
call for domestic grades of china clay, 
and this applies both to new business 
and to withdrawals against contracts. 
Prices are steady at $12@15 per ton. 
Imported grades are offered at $15@32 
per ton, with bolted clay at $23@42 per 
ton. The difference in price is based 
on quality. 

LITHOPONE.—Some sellers of litho- 
pone have all they can do to make con- 
tract deliveries and are not offering in 
the spot market. This does not mean, 
however, that material cannot be 
bought for spot shipment, as different 
sellers are able to take on fairly large 
accounts. Prices are quoted at 8%@ 
10c. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. Contract prices were placed 
at different levels, according to the time 
when the contract was placed. 

GLUES, 

teports on market conditions for 
glues do not change much from week 
to week. Consuming demand has been 
rather quiet for some time, with pro- 
ducing cost at high levels owing to 
the prices which are asked for raw 
material. These conditions have ex- 
tended through the current week. With 
few exceptions domestic glues are in 
moderate demand and any changes in 
price are due to private agreements 
between buyer and seller. Glue stock 
is holding firm under moderate de- 
mand. Imported grades of glue are in 
good demand, but offerings are com- 
paratively light, owing to difficulty in 
securing material at primary points 
and in laying them down in domestic 
markets. 


VARNISH GUMS, 


A report from Auckland says there 
has been some increase in the exports 
of kauri gum during the first six 
months of 1916, as compared with 1915, 
but far below the quantity for the first 
six months of 1914. A very large pro- 


portion of this went to- the United 
States—2,311 tons, as against 615 tons 
for all Europe. The gum industry in 
New Zealand has suffered seriously on 
account of the war. During the month 
of June, the supplies in Auckland in- 
creased materially and reached a total 
of 560 tons, but they were principally 
of an inferior quality. 

The local market for kauri gum is 
firm, especially for the better grades, 
which are in limited supply. Demand 
for gum is not active and conditions 
have not changed to any extent dur- 
ing the past week. No. 1 Batavian 
damar is quoted at 19%c. per pound, 
and No. 1 Singapore damar is held at 
21%22c, per pound. Manila No. 1 is of- 
fered at 134%.@14%c. per pound, and No, 
2 is 11%@12c. per pound. Pale nubs 
are 8%c. per pound, and amber nubs 
8c. per pound. Pale chips range from 
7c. to 8c. per pound, with sorts at 
7% @8c. per pound. Kauri Na. 1 is 43% 
@44c. per pound, and No. 2 holds at 
25@30c. per pound. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


A report issued by the National Win- 
dow Glass Workers says that during 
the blast of 1914-15 our total produc- 
tion of single strength and double 
strength was 1,422,640 100-square-feet 
boxes. During the year of 1915-16 we 
produced 1,854,247 100-square-feet boxes 
of single and double strength, an in- 
crease of 431,607 boxes, or about 30 per 
cent. for the year. In giving consid- 
eration to these figures it must not be 
forgotten that during the blast of 1914- 
15 we found it necessary to curtail 
production for one month in the mid- 
dle of the blast. While these figures 
show a good increase, it must be re- 
membered that less imported glass was 
on the market and export demand was 
large. At present there is no active 
call for glass, but the market is firm 
and some sizes are scarce. 





Clay-Mining Industry Affected by 
European War, but Domestic 
Supply Located 


Washington, Sept. 15, 1916. 

The war in Europe has caused a snort- 
age in high-grade fire clay formerly im- 
ported from Germany which has serious- 
ly affected the manufacture of crucibles 
and lead pencils in this country, according 
to the United States Geological Survey 
Efforts have been successful, however, 
in locating a domestic supply of clays 
suitable for use im these industries in Ar- 
kansas, Illinois, Missouri and Ohio. 

Clay mining in 1915 was more prosper- 
ous, especially during the later part of 
the year, than in 1914, the quantity of 
clay marketed being 2,362,954 short tons, 
valued at $3,971,941, an increase of 153,094 
tons in quantity and $215,373 in value over 
1914. Fire clay is the most important 
variety of clay, 1,570,481 tons being report- 
ed for 1915, valued at $2,361,482, an increase 
of 161,014 tons and $214,205 over 1914. There 
were 28,031 tons of domestic Kaolin, the 
purest form of clay, marketed in 1915, 
valued at $241,520, a small decrease from 
1914. 

The imports of clay decreased conside1 
ably in quantity and value and were the 
smallest in quantity since 18 and the 
lowest in value since 19065.

TRADE NEWS ITEMS. 


At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Agricultural Chemical Company 
the retiring directors were re-elected. 





The Economy Petroleum Company, 
Kansas City, Mo., C. A. Braily in 
charge, will build a refinery, with a 
daily capacity of $5,000 barrels of oil. 


The Midwest Refining Company has 
purchased a half interest in the Elk- 
horn Oil Company’s lease in the Big 
Muddy oil field, on which a 100-barrel 
per day producer was recently brought 
in. The Midwest will drill three wells 
immediately, one to tap the Wall 
Creek sands. 


The Louisville Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club has elected as delegates to the 
National convention, Joe Burge, of the 
Peaslee-Gaulbert Company, and C. M. 
Bridges, of the Bridges-Smith Com- 
pany, with S. E. Duncan, of the Peas- 
lee-Gaulbert Company, and J. A. Fueg- 
lein, of the Louisville Varnish Com- 
pany, as alternates. 


The Petroleum Iron Works Com- 
pany expects to have its steel drum 
plant in operation within the next 
sixty days. The building is nearing 
completion and the machinery will be 
installed immediately. The company 
reports many orders booked for these 
oil containers. The steel barrel plant 
is also working at full capacity. 


The Ditzler Color Company, Detroit, 
Mich., has declared a stock dividend 
of 400 per cent. and a cash dividend 
of 50 per cent., and increased their 
capital stock to $300,000.

Saturday Noon, Sept. 16, 
LINSEED OIL. 


The easy tone which was noted in 
the oil market for the past few weeks 
was in evidence throughout the in- 
terval, There has been a gradual eas- 
ing off in values, with no sharp fluc- 
tuations at any time during the past 
month. Crushers have been more 
active on the selling side of the mar- 
ket, and some business was reported 
in the early part of the week on a 
basis of 68c. per gallon in barrels. 
Some reports of 67c, offers by crushers 
were reported, but were not generally 
credited as bona fide. While these 
reports of low priced offers were heard 
at different times the general asking 
price for oil has held fairly steady at 
69c. per gallon, and sales under that 
figure have been the exception and not 
the rule. This is especially true re- 
garding spot and nearby deliveries, 
but for distant positions going as far 
as February and March of next year 
it was possible to shade the spot quo- 
tation and 68'%4c. was given as a free 
quotation by some sellers. Demand for 
futures was not active and most of 
the trading was for nearby oil. Spot 
trading was said to have improved 
with the advance of the season. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.05 
per bushel last aan and yester- 
day’s close was $2.10%@2 a1. Hence net 
changes were not in lower of buyers, 
and the seed market could hardly be 
construed as a bearish factor on oil. 
Reports from the West say there is a 
good call for seed, especially when it 
falls below $2.10 per bushel, and the 
market is in a healthy condition, with 
speculative holdings of minor impor- 
tance. Crop news in general was favor- 
able, and a larger yield than !ast year 
is indicated from present reports. Ar- 
gentine markets have showed strength, 
with dry weather affecting prospects in 
that country. Argentine shipments this 
week were none to the United Kingdom 
401,000 bushels to the United States and 
193,000 bushels to the Continent. te- 
ports on the Western Canadian and 
Buenos Aires markets from our own 
correspondents will be found on page 20.

The Chicago lard market closed last week 
at a decline of 20c. a hundred pounds, com- 
pared to the previous week. Hog packing was 
453,000 head, against 333,000 head last year. 
The weakness last week was attributed to 
realizing by speculative holders to secure prof- 
its. The situation at the end of the week was 
practically unchanged, with the greater part 
of the selling being absorbed by the big hold- 
ers, The cash demand continued fair, Cash 
lard was quoted Saturday at $14.35.

Lard was slow and sharply lower Monday, 
the easier feeling in hogs coupled with the 
free selling of lard’ which the close observers 
were inclined to credit to Eastern interests, 
brought ebout stop loss selling and the lower 
levels. Support appeared to be lacking Hog 
receipts were 31,000 head, and prices 5 low- 
er Western points, all told, had 78,700 hogs, 
against 68,275 a year ago Lard shipments 
were 1,177,000 pounds, compared with 526,00U 
pounds a year ago. 

Near by lard futures ruled steady and the 
January delivery weak Tuesday. There was 
fairly liberal selling of the latter, presum- 
ably for packers and Eastern interests The 
weakness in grain, coupled with the further

COTTONSEED CRUSHERS TO 
BUILD OWN LABORATORIES? 


Louisiana and Mississippi Men Con- 


sider Advantages Over Present 
System of Employing Private 
Chemists. 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 15, 1916. 
The Cottonseed Crushers’ Association 


of Louisiana and Mississippi is considcr- 
ing the idea of building its own labora- 
tories for analysis of oil mill products to 
avoid having to pay what are alleged to 
be high prices for this work by private 
chemists. 

At the semi-annual meeting of the as- 
sociation held here last week it developed 
that there was some controversy as to 
the prices chemists charge for analyses 
of mill products, some members voicing 
the opinion that the association shculd 
build its own laboratories and hire an ex- 
pert in charge. Such a concern could be 


operated at considerable savings to the 
mills, it is alleged. The question was de- 
bated freely, but final action was de- 
ferred. 


The association went on record as favor- 
ing the equipping of various mills to 
handle soya beans and peanuts and to 
encourage farmers in planting the prod- 


ucts. President, G. W. Covington, C 
Hazlehurst, Miss., presided. 
The request of the government for 


monthly reports on tonnage 
output of the mills was another impor- 
tant subjcet considered. It brought out 
that since legislation to this effect had 
been passed it was mandatory to com- 
ply with the request. 

It was reported at the meeting that 
all railroads were making arrangements 
for ample car distribution to handle the 
oncoming cottonseed crop, and that the 
Illinois Central had notified the associa- 
tion that cottonseed would be classed as 
perishable freight, thus insuring prompt 
shipments and handling. Other railroads 
are expected to follow this action.

The petitioner contends that the Secre-

Cultivation of Medicinal Plants in 
Uruguay. 
Washington, Sept. 15, 1916. 

The Government of Uruguay has an- 
nounced its intention of increasing the 
manufacture of chemical products in the 
Institute of Industrial Chemistry.

“Fritsch’s Vegetable Compound” to Har- 
risburg, Pa., and that the labels on the 
bottles said it would cure twenty-five dif- 
ferent diseases. The medicine has no ef- 
fect on any of the diseases, it is charged.

While production has not been rad- 
ically checked, as indicated by the 
pipe line reports for August, still over- 
production has been sent into limbo 
for the time being, and, with an in- 
creasing demand for export, and from 
Eastern refineries with stocks requir- 
ing replenishing, a stronger feeling has 
become noticeable. It is even hinted 
from Oklahoma that a price increase 
in crude in the near future would not 
come in the nature of a surprise to 
those in the “know.” To offset this, 
however, it must be borne in mind that 
big gushers are still making them- 
selves manifest in the Mid-Continent 
field—the present field of greatest pro- 
duction and apparently greatest pos- 
sibilities An enormous gusher has 
just qome in there which may prove 
to be the banner well of the country, 
according to advices from our Mid- 
Continent correspondent. 

During the month of August 
kept well ahead of the runs, a 
rather unusual situation during the 
past year, when the record indicated a 
constant influx of oil into storage dur- 
ing the greater part the twelve 
months. During August stocks in the 
high grade fields were drawn upon to 
the amount of approximately 2,000,000 
barrels, while the deliveries exceeded 
the runs by 1,798,436.38 barrels.

Most of the men who are going around 
talking about the fortunes which ‘‘are made 
every day in the oil business’’ never had any 
money themselves and never did have any. 

The Northern Lovisiana fields have just shown 
two remarkably fine gas wells, and one of 
them, located but a couple of miles out of 
Shreveport, produced 35,000,000 cubic feet and 
the other, about sixteen miles north of Mon- 
roe, produced 6,000,000 cubic feet. There ap- 
pears to be so much gas in that State that 
thers is no market for it, but if the product 
is any good for gasoline making it should be 
handled for that purpose. 

A new shallow sand pool has been found in 
the Panhandle fields of Texas. This new pool 
is located southwest of the Burkburnett and ls 
known to be close to a mile in length, The 
wildcat well that is attracting so much atten- 
tlon on the Wilson ranch fu Archer county 
shows some water, but is iy oa with 25 bar- 
rels a day, which is large tnough to cause 
a flurry in that part of the State. 

In the Gulf Coast fields of Southeastern 
Texas and Southern Louisiana the Goose Creek 
field is attracting the most attention. A avell 
in this field was clogged up by sand aid when 
cleaned out showed a production of 7,000 bar- 
rels. In the Edgerly pool a 4,000-barrel gusher 
is reported and at Sour Lake a 1,500-harrel 
gusher has been found. 

Another monster oil deal has been made. The 
Ohio Oil Company, with headquarters at Fi1.d- 
lay, O., and the largest oil company in exist- 
enc®, has purchased the holdings of the Mid- 
Kansas Oil and Gas Company, which was 
owned by M. L. Benedum and Joseph C. Trees, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa.: Harry S. Grayson, of Wash- 
ington, Pa., and Walter Hoyt, of Wichita, 
Kan, The property is located In the Augusta, 
Kan., field and consists of leases on 6,000 acres 
and twenty-two producing wells, the coysidera- 
tion being given as something like $3,000,000. 
The Ohto Oil Company has heretofore eon- 
finel its development work to Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Iowa and Wyoming and its advent in 
the Southwest fields is considered momentous. 
Many of the wells drilled on the tract pur- 
chased started at from 650 barrels a day up, 
and is looked upon as a very valuable prop- 
erty The Ohio Oil Company has extensive 
holdings In the Wyoming fields, but will do a 
ot of drilling on the new Kansas holdings. 
The deal was made by the president of the Ohl» 
Oil Company. Mr. J. C. Donnell, of Findlay, 
O., who is one of the most prominent oil men 
in the country and ene of the most successful 
ones, 

The tetal daily production of the Kansas and 
Oklahoma fields for August amounted to 286,050 
barrels. The Cherokee deep-sand fields, includ- 
ing the Bartlesville, Bird Creek, Vera, Collins- 
ville, Copan, Wann and Hogshooter pools, 
shows a daily production of 18,750 barrels. The 
Cherokee shallow-sand field, comprising the 
Delaware, Chelsea, Inola and Nowata pools, 
produced 8,800 barrels daily. The Osage-Na- 
tion produced 20,000 barrels. The Cleveland 
field, in Pawnee ccunty, produced 5,000 bar- 
rels daily. The Cushing-Shamrock pool pro- 
duced 128,150 barrels. The Creek Nation, con- 
sisting of the Bixby, Cole, Boynton, Glenn- 
Hamilton Switch, Henryetta, Kellyville, Lost 
City, Morris, Muskogee, Mounds, Perryman, 
Schulter, Stone Bluff and Tiger Flats pools, 
produced daily 44,450 barrels. The Kay county 
field, consisting of the Newkirk, Ponca City 
ani Blackwell pools, produced 2,400 barrels 
daily. The Healdton field shows 40,000 barrels 
daily and the Kansas field 18,50€ barrels. 

The news gas wells in Kansas and Oklahoma 
during August, with a twenty-four hour cauge 
the first day, produced a total of 384,000,000 
cubic fect of natural gas. Of this amount th- 
Oklahoma wells produced 370,500,000 cubic feet 
and the Kansas wells 13,500.000 cubic feet 
dally This is an increase over the July gas 
weils of 191,000 cubic feet. 

Whether the oil market is up or down, the 
merry wildcatter continues to play the game. 
Ajax, the gentleman who defied the lightning, 
never had any greater disregard of eventuali- 
ties than has the man who goes forth into the 
untested landscape of Wyoming In seareh of a 
greasy dome or anticline. F 

Near Booneville, Mo., in the Howard county 
bottoms, work on a test well was started sev- 
eral days ago. It is a rank wildcat, and thirty 
business men of Booneville are batking the 
enterprise, hoping to open up an oil fleld 

It is reported that one of the independent 
refining organizations is planning to erect a 
new refinery at Vancouver, B. C. The Can- 
adian Oi] Company, Ltd., which now has a 
refining plant at Petrolia, Ontario, was reported 
some time ago to be looking for a site for an 
ididitional refinery, and there seems to be a 
strong proba that it is interested in the 
new Vancouver refinery. The Imperial Oil 
Company, of Sarnia, now has a plant at Ioco, 
B. C., a suburb of Vancouver, and the new 
enterprise will consequently be the second re- 
fining plant on the Pacific Coast of Canada. 
There is no native crude oil supply available 
west of the Rocky Mountains, though one may 
ultimately be developed in Northern Alberta, 
but crude can be shipped in readily from Cali- 
fornia and South American fields by ocean 
teamers. The Imperial plant at Ioco secures 
a large share of its crude from Peru. Im re- 
cent years an extensive demand has been de- 
veloped on the British Columbia coast for pe- 
troleum products, and particularly for fuel oil, 
which is used extensively in ocean-going and 

yasting craft, as well s in railway loco- 
motives, and to some extent for power pur- 
ses in gold and copper mining. In case an- 
ner refinery is located on the Canadian Pac- 
j ast, it may be that it will figure on get 
ting oil from the Cook's Inlet county, in the 
fouthern portion of Alaska, where oil was dis 
covered a few years ago in commercial quan 
tities 




























Another million dollar deal is reported from 
the Augusta, Kan., field. It is that the Mon 
jtor Oil and Gas Company has taken over the 
Warren E. Brown production in that field, in- 
cluding about 400 acres of leases and ten wells 
with @ production of 1,000 barrels a day. 

The Southwestern Settlement and Develop- 
ment Company, organized in Baltimore, has 
taken over the holdings of the Houston Oil 
Commany of 800,000 acres in twelve counties 
of Eastern Texas. The Houston Oil Company 
retains the mineral rights. The consideration 
is approximate!y $4,000,000. The oil company 
has done no development work for several 
vears, leasing the lands to the Kirby Lumber 
Company, who removed the timber. It is said 
the oj] company does not contemplate any de- 
velopment work in the near future. 

it is announced that the recenthy organized 
Atlantic and Gulf Petroleum Company, a =z 
York concern, with a eapital of $1,600,000, will 
take over the Burt and Griffith roya!lty interests 
in the Stevenson tract in the deep sand é6ection 
of the Humble, Texas, pool, and also leases 
on 1,590 acres in the Karcher survey, 1,192 
acres in the Thomas Upshur and Edward Lub- 
jcious surveys, and one half interest in 240 
acres in the Thomas Norwent survey. These 
surveys are south of the famous Humble pool. 
The sellers receive one-half cash and one-half 
in stock of the new concern. 


Kentucky Fields. 


Of all the high-grade fields Kentucky looks 
the most promising at this time, where oil 
ean be found 2t very shallow depths at little 
cost, and this is what attracts the oil men in 
general. There is a reason why the trade has 
gone southward into Kentucky. The develop- 
ment of the flelds of Kentucky from an aver- 
age of about 1,000 barrels daily to 6,000 bar- 
rels per day has been accomplished withip a 
very few months, which is the real reason for 
the rush to the Blue Grass State. It is only 





one of those surprises that make the oil bus!- 
ness a fascinating one. Kentucky a year ago 
was one of the States that oil men refused to 
consider seriously. They argued that too much 
money had been spent there to make it possible 
for any hope to remain of developing paying 
pools. Past experiences counted for little, and 
they had forgotten that just before Sistersville 
brought West Virginia to the fore that oil men 
believed that State was a worthless asset to 
the petroleum industry. In fact, at that time 
there had been tests made in practically every 
one of the present oil counties of West Vir- 
ginia, and the development at Burning Springs 
and Bureka were the only ones that had been 
discovered. West ‘Virginia at that time had 
been more thoroughly tested than has Ken- 
tueky today, for there are many counties in 
the latter State that have never had a test. 
The discovery of what is believed to be a 
paying well in the Clinton sand at Irvine 
offers new possibilities for the oil develop- 
ment of the State. It is not as yet certain 
that the well will prove a paying producer, 
but the fact that oil has been found in the 
formation is a pointer for future operations. 
West of a line from Ashland, through Cannel 
City, Jackson and to Barboursville, it would 
not be wise for any test to stop before pene- 
trating the Clinton formation. Along this 
line some of the Cow Run sands, the Salt 
sands, Keener sands, Big Injun and Cornif- 
erous sands would be found. There is not 
much hope for the Devonian sands, but there 
are too many surprises in oil developments to 
state that they would not prove productive. 
West of this line the formations shallow rap- 
idly and many of them come out to the sur- 
face before Estill county is reached. Beyond 
that county and south of Cincinnati is a large 
area where the Niagara and Trenton rocks 
reach the surface, and in this scope of country 
there is no probability of finding oil. All the 
upper sands have gone up in the air. From 
Boyle, Washington, Lincoln and Madison 
counties the Trenton and Niagara dip below 
the surface again to the south, and here the 
upper sands are found. A good well is reported 
near Edmonton, Metcalf county, in this sec- 
tion, claiming a production anywhere from 
10 to 40 barrels. It is purely a wildcat, and if 
it proves a paying proposition will open a new 
pool. The curious feature of the location is 
that a line drawn from Irvine, in Estill county, 
to the Scottsville pool, in Allen county, passes 
close to the Edmonton well. The Kentucky 
pools are not regular. Dry holes and small 
wells are found, but the producing wells ap- 
pear to have good staying qualities. Some of 
the wells show an increase from day to day in 
prodaction, since the owners have been able 
to pump them @teadily each day since the 
pipe line to the Irvine field is able to handle 
the output. That Kentucky holds great future 
possibilities for the oil men has been proven. 
This time Kentucky will be thoroughly tested, 
and then the overflow will work into Ten- 
nessee, a State which at present is not looked 
upon with favor by the oil producer, but re- 
gardiess of this fact, the oil is there and the 
drill is sure to find it in the near future. 


It is reported that the Wood Oil Company 
alone has close to ninety wells completed in 
the Irvine field, in Estill county, and only 
found three dry holes among the number 
which is a wonderful average. Leases are in 
good demand anywhere near the Irvine field. 
A few days amo McKnight & Orr paid Baye, 
Lindley & Co. the price of $10,000 for a lease 
held on the Tipton tract of 116 acres. Three 
dry holes have already been drilled on the 
farm, but this did not frighten the purchasers, 
for they expect to find a deeper pay sand. 
This lease adjoins the farm on which a show- 
ing of oil was found in the Clinton sand. 

in Estill county, Irvine field, the United Oil 
Company drilled a 100-barrel pumper in No. 7 
A. M. Pasley tract, and a 10-barrel pumper 
in No. 3 on the S. P. Marcum tract. The 
Wood Oil Company’s Nos. 15 and 16 on the 
Paul Rodgers tract pumped 75 barrels each. 
The new Domain Oil and Gas Company's Nos. 
21, 22 and 23 J. F. McKinney tract, pumped 10 
barrels each. Williams, Hare:& Neely’s No. 11 
W. P. Wise tract pumped 75 barrels. The 
Mitchell Oil Company’s No, 1 Beech Rawlins 
tract pumped 25 barrels, and G. B. Williams 
& Co.'s No. 10 San Brinnegare tract pumped 
15 barrels. 


Pennsylvania Fields. 


There were no real features in the Pennsyl- 
vania-Southern New York fields during the 
week outside of the large number of small 
wells finished wp and put to pumping.

The Phoenix Oil Company's No. 54 Kane tract 
pumped 10 barrels. 


In Allegheny cout the H. & G. Oil Com- 
pany’s well on its oWfR tract pumped 10 barrels. 

In Butler county, Younkers, Baird & Co.'s 
No. 2 Buckman tract pumped 20 barrels. 


West Virginia Fields. 


Little can be said of the West Virginia fields, 
ilthough there is no let-up in development 
work, and much wildcat work is under progress 
by the large gas companies. Doddridge, Kan- 
awha, Ritchie, Monongalia, Harrison, Lincoln 
and Pleasants counties are among the most 
active at this time

in the entire West Virginia field was made in 
the Cabin Creek district; when the Columbus 
Producing Company drilled in its No. 33 on the 
Williams Coal Company's tract, which showed 
275 barrels a day In tke Elk district; Kan- 
awha county, the South Penn O.1 Company's 
N 14 W. A. MeCorkle tract pumped Sv bar 
rels This company’s No. 4 M. M Kendall 
tract produced 5,000,000 feet of gas, and No.

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 14, 1916. 

Last Thursday it looked to everyDody in the 
midwest who was in touch with conditions as 
if the price of crude must surely advance very 
soon Several weeks had passed with no big 
wells; there were no evidences whatever of new 
poo Wells in the south end of the Cushing 
pool .not only were not coming in as large as 
formerly, but were not holding up as expected 
Gusher wells starting off at 2,000 to 3.000 
barrels a day and more in the Augusta poo! in 
Kansas were dropping off to 100 barrels or less 
a day after a week ten days While ther 
had been no such decline in output as had been 
generally reported, the yield of the field as a 
whole was declining, and with 400 fewer wells 
a month being drilled it was inevitable that the 
market must advance if no sudden development 
gave new hope of a big pool being opened, Thy 
demand for Cushing crude, in spite of the fact 
that Kansas refiners are getting their supplies 
very largely now from Kansas pools, was 
larger than the supply, and about a week ago 
producers again began demanding a premium, 
which in a few days jumped up to 30 cents a 
barrel, at which certain refiners m: contracts 
for @ year in advance. Refiners complain bit- 
terly against premiums, hut the moment thers 
is danger of their not having enough high- 
gerade oil to carry them through they meet the 
demands of the producers. In addition to these 
facts the Prairie Oil and Gas Company was 
reported on good authority to have iet a con- 
tract tor the removal of sixty storage tanks 
from Oklahoma, while at the same time ths 
Carter Oil Company, which is a Standard sub- 
sidiary and recently completed a refinery at 
Norfolk, is treating 40,000 barrels of Cushing 
erude a day, skimming off about per cent 
cf raw benzine, which is shipping to the 
Standard Oil Company refinery at Baton Rouge 
and putting the remaining heavy or fuel oi 
into tank to be shipped to Burton process refin- 
eries of the Standard Oil Company later fo:

This 
has meant that the Standard interests were 
hedging on conditions in Oklahoma. It was 


playing, and is, a very shrewd business policy, 
taking the light properties off from stored oil 
before the same can evaporate, and hold the 
part of the oil in storage which will not de- 
teriorate, and at the same time reduce the 
amount of heavy taxable crude held in the 
field for the unconscionable Oklahoma politician 
to araft. 

And right in the midst of this condition, 
when, as we have stated, evé rything seemed to 
indicate an advance in the price of crude 
rather than any further decline, the McMan 
Oil Company announces on its Scully lease, just 
north of Augusta, Kansas, possibly the largest 
high-grade oil well ever drilled in the history 
of the business. This oil produces as high as 39 
per cent. gasoline. The McMan i] Company 
drilled a large well on the east end of the 
Scully lease. This last venture is located on 
the west end of the property. The deep sand 
here is over 100 feet in thickness. At 17 feet 
in the well began flowing 500 barrels an hour, 
or 12,000 barrels a day It is confidently be- 
lieved by the owners if it were to be drilled in 
it would make from 30,000 to 40,000 barrels 
a day, making it beyond cavil the largest 
well ever drilled in this field, if not the largest 
high-grade well ever drilled In any field. 

What effect this well will have on the mare 
ket is impossible so soon to say. Much de- 
pends upon future drilling in that district. 
There is a vast amount of territory yet to be 
drilled in Butler county notwithstanding the 
circumscribing dry holes that have been 
drilled lately around the south end of the field. 
It would not be surprising if the biggest pro- 





duction of the country is to be developed be 
tween this McMan well on the north end of the 
Augusta pool and the Wichita Independent Re- 
fining Company’s big well on the south edge 
of the Eldorado fleld. The latter well is several 
weeks old and is an exception in the field. 
still making 1,500 barrels a day, having started 
off at only 1,600 barrels, In some places in 
the south end of the Augusta field the sand 
chops off in a single location so that a few 
feet from a 400-barrel well a complete failure 
is encountered, 

The tank-wagon price of gasoline was marked 
down in the Indiana territory by the Standard 
Oil Company last Thursday 1 cent a gallon. 
The cut was unlooked for at this time. The 
Western refiners dropped their refinery quota- 
tions half a cent a gallon, aithough they had 
no drop in crude prices.

This is not a cracking process, but a new 
method of straight-run refining. Lubricating 
ceils ean be made by the same process and 
are being made at the Wells process plant at 
Jackshoro, Texas 

The Pan-American Refining Company's plant 
at West Tulsa, Okla., is being heralded as one 
of the ideally constructed plants in the mid- 
continent field. It represents an investment 
of about $200,000. It is just being started up. 

The Constantin Refining Company, at Tulsa, 
Okla., is installing eight new stills, which 
were ordered nearly a_year ago. . 

Owing to the probability of a shortage of 
erude this winter and an overproduction of 
refined products, a number of projected re- 
fineries will not be started, at least before 
next spring. The outlook for the refiner the 
coming year is not as encouraging as many 
would like to see. 


Late Developments in Kansas. 


Conditions have taken @ sudden change iu 
Kansas by the drilling of what appears to be 
the largest well ever completed in the mid- 
continent field, if not the largest high-grade 
oil well ever drilled in the world, The state- 
ment is coatingent upon the completion of the 
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well and variation of the predictions of the 
owners, The well is located on the Cramer 
lease in 28-27-4 west and a little north of the 
town of Augusta and is owned by the McMan 
Oil Company. It is the tenth well drilled on 
this property, where a number of other large 
wells have previously been reported. The sand 
was penetrated about 17 feet and most of the 


wells in this vicinity develop more than 100 
feet of sand. It started off-at 12,000 barrels a 
day, and it is believed by the owners when 


drilled into the sand it will be good for 30,000 
to 40,000 barrels a day. It is sust possible, of 
course, that it will not be benefited by further 
drilling. It is also possible that the production 
of this well will drop off rapidly, as has the 
production of other wells in the Augusta pool. 
On the other hand, northeast of this and due 
east of the town of Eldorado in section 4-26-5 
the Wichita Independent Oil and Refining Com-

pany a few weeks ago drilled in a test that 
started off at 1,600 barrels a day and is still 
making 1,500 barrels a day. t is one of the 
exceptional wells of the ileld. Between these 
two points there is a vast amount of territory 
in which might be found large production. 
One or two dry holes have been drilled be- 
tween these two points. The Butler county 
development is full of surprises. The field is 
unlike anything else in the mid-continent re- 
gion. There is no regularity to the pool. 
There are offshoots, spurs and extensions in al- 
most all directions with large area between. 
Some of the largest operators in the field be- 
lieve this is going to be one of the big pro- 
ducing districts of the mid-continent region 
Others think the field is pretty well defined al- 
ready, that the wells will not hold up strong 
and that the production will never be more 
than it is at the present time. It would seem 
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that any field with evidences of large deposits 
backing up such wells as have characterized 
this' pool must have larger area than has thus 
far been proved at either Augusta or Eldorado. 
Dry holes have been found around the south 
end of the fleld. The sand pinches out so 
quickly that & gusher well may be offset by 
a dry hole, One of the surprises in the south 
end of the fleld is the fact that, notwithstand- 
ing the pool is only a few months old, mest of 
the wells that are producing are on the beam. 
It was a year or two before weils in the Cush- 
ing field had to be pumped. In fact, water is 
appearing quite generally in the iower end of 
the Augusta pool. This is evidenced by the 
rumber of flow tanks already set up to sepa- 
rate the water from the oil, 

The McMan Oil Company is building forty 
tanks in the Augusta field and proposes to put 
its product in storage in anticipation of a 
general demand. for crude in a few months. 
Tank building is becoming quite general in this 
new field. The Cosden Oil and Gas Company 
has begun the erection of storage tanks, hav- 
ing let a contract for ten to start with, Fos- 
ter, & Wrightsman state they are going to 
tank all of their output and hold it for a higher 
market The National Refining Company is 
also building tankage, 


Just how much the decision of the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company to increase its runs will 
affect tank building in Kansas remains to be 
seen. ‘The Frairie for two months or more has 
been running only 50 per cent. of the output. 
it is claimed it is now running all of the oil 
from some districts and increasing its runs 


from other districts. It is said the company is 
making arrangements to connect up new wells 
recently drilled. There have been some com- 
plaints that the Prairie was taking all of the 
production of the Tidal Oil Company in the 
vicinity of Bartlesville, Okla. In reply to this 
the statement has been made that the Tidal’s 
production was taken on a common carrier 
contract. The Tidal is a Standard subsidiary. 
if these statements are true it simply goes to 
show how difficuit it is for the small producer 
to combat the provisions of the common car- 
rier law, and those operators who are now try- 
ing to force the government into public owner- 
ship of pipe lines and those who have been 
insisting upon lower carrying rates of pipe 
lines will find they have muddled things up and 
hurt their own interests in the same proportion 
that they did when they insisted upon the 
adoption of a common c4rrier jaw. 

It is impossible at this time to tell how much 
oll the Kansas field can produce. It has been 
claimcd by seme that the field was cnly good 
for about 20,000 barrels a day. There isn’t 
any doubt at all but these figures are too 
conservative, There is a great deal more oil 
in Butler county than is generally admitted. 
That Augusta and Eldorado, outside of the 
last gusher welj drilled by the McMan Oil 
Company, could produce 50,000 to 60,000 barrels 
a day there is no doubt. What it would do at 
the end of two or three weeks is another cues- 
tion. Unless these new wells of the McMan Oil 
Company upset everything it is more than like- 
ly that there will be a general draft upon the 
cutput of Butler county within a few weeks, 
and this will tell the tale. It is understood the 
Prairie is getting ready to take more largely 
the output of this district. The Doherty in- 
terests, operating under the names of the 
Wichita Natural Gas Company, the Continental 
Oil and Gas Company and the Empire Oil and 
Gas Company claim that they could produce 
40,000 to 50,000 barrels a day through these 
companies. 

The Empire Oil and Gas Company has just 
compieted its ninth well on the Sculley farm 
in 28-27-4, which is rated as a 6,000-barrel 
well. The Empire’s No. 1 on the Penley farm 
in 21-27-4 is good for 2,000 barrels a day 
or more. The Sperry Oil and Gas Company’s 
test on the Brown farm in 29-28-4 is good for 
250 barrels a day. The Empire Oil and Gas 
Company has finished its Nos. 10 and 11 on 
the Feltham farm in 10-28-4, just north of 
Gordon, and they are good for 100 and 125 
barrels, respectively. No. 5 on the Moyle in 
11-28-4 is a 500-barrel producer. No. 13 on 
the Varner in 26-28-4 is a 100-barrel produc- 
er, and No. 10 on the Varner in 10-28-4 is 
a 2%)-barrel producer, while No. 2 on the 
Rierson in 21-28-4 is a 300-barrel producer. 
The Continental O11 and Gas Company has 
drilled in No. 3 on the Curry in 16-28-4 for

Company got 4 duster on the 
Crowe lease, which was drilled to 1,025 feet. 
Quite a number of dry holes have been 
dritled on this lease recently. Several other 
wells are approaching the sand and more 
completions are looked for within the next 
few days. New rigs have been built and 
as soon as the machinery can be moved 
from the completed wells the work will 
be commenced on these locations. 

At Burkburnett the renewed drilling ac- 
tivity is even more striking than at Elec- 
tra, owing to the fact that the extreme 
searcity of water had compelled a complete 
shutdown in this field, and although there 
were but few completions for the week just 
passec there are now twenty-seven wells 
drilling, many new rigs built and a few 
new locations whereon rigs will be built. 
There were six completions recorded since 
the last report, four of these being the 
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property of the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany. No 20 Reily was drilled to 1,305 
feet and shows a 60-barrel production; No. 
6 Owens is good for 20 barrels at 1,709 
feet, and Viles No, 7 was completed at 620 
feet, a 10-barrel producer; No. 6 on the 
Martin lease was abandoned as dry at 1,760 
feet, as was Farquharson et al. No. 
3 on the Ruyle tract at 1,140 feet. A loval 
Wichita Falls company drilled on the 
Ruyle tract for a small well at 565 feet. 
At Petrolia another gas well gladdened the 
hearts of the gas users. It is said to be 
good for about 5,009,000 cubic feet daily. A 
3-barrel oil well was brought in also by the 
Magnolia Petroleum Company on the Per- 
kins farm; its No. 13. 

In the Strawn pool, in Palo Pinto county, 
there was one completion, this being No. 
89, on fee Iands of the Texas and Pacific 


Coal Company, a 20-barrel well completed 
at 970 feet. There are now three wells 
drilling at Strawn and another rigging up 
with machinery to ‘irill, all the property 
of the Texas and Pacific Coal Company. 
The same concern is drilling several wild- 
cat wells in Stephens county, to the west 


and northwest of the Strawn field. Of these 
the most important are the Wright No, 1 
and the Coody No. 1,. these being close to 
where the company drilled in a small well 
near Caddo a couple of months ago. The 
Wright well is now down to 1,225 feet and 
the Coody is drilling at 250 feet; Sheppard 
Nos. 2 and 3 are drilling at 650 and 4) 
feet, respectively. The Felt well, near 
Breckenridge, is drilling at 1,800 feet. Fur- 
ther to the west the Texas and Pacific Cval 
Company has blocked up some acreage near 
Crystal Falls and still another tract near 
the Black ranch, held by the Producers’ Oli 
Company, and it is stated thai it is the 
intention to test out this locality. 

The wildcatters of northern Palo Pinto 
county have been encouraged by the bring- 
ing in of a new gas well on the Parmen- 
ters tract, south of Mineral Wells. ‘This 
well had been practically abandoned, but 
finding that gas was bubbling in the water 
at the bottom of the hole they drilled a 
little deeper and found the gas sand, and 
after peneratins same about ten feet it was 
pronounced a good well. Up to the present 
time the operators have been unable to set 
the packer properly and owing to a leak 
no test has been had of the capacity, A 
number of other wells are projected around 
this neighborhood, and to the west and 
north of Mineral Wells, in fact, one or two 
rigs have already teen built, but opera- 


tions have not yet basen commenced. The 
Empire Fuel and Oil Company, who ow. 
the greater part of the gas acreage near 


Mineral Wells and also the gas plant in 
the city, together with the franchise for 
the use of the streets, are overhauling their 
plant in the city, -e-enforcing some of the 


lines and preparing to build a pipe line t» 
the cas wells to connect vp with the city 
mains.

California. 
Los Angeles, Ca!., Sept. 10, 1916. 


Driiling activities throughout the State of 
California have for the past month fallen 
off at a steady rate. Last week but six 
new wells were started in the various fields, 
which is far below the normal weekly av- 
erage maintained during the first six months 
of 1916. The cause may still be traced to 
the scarcity and expense of materials used 
in development work, while the sudden de- 
cline in shipments during July and con- 
tinued increase in production no doubt has 
cautioned the operator to be wary. Pro- 
duction will not feel the effects of the de- 
cline in drilling for another six months 
from this time, the increase in production 
at the present time being a result of the 
active drilling during the first of the year. 

Feeling out new territory seems to be 
the favorte hobby of the larger companies 
at the present tinis—a policy of preparing 
for the future. Owing to the continued 
good indications of the Highland Develop- 


ment Company’s well on the Dominguez 
property, between Long Beach and Los 
Angeles, and to the fact that the Standard 
has opened negotiations for the leasing of 
an area in this locality, there has been a 
general rush by capitalists from Los An- 


geles to secure land in the immediate vicin- 
ity. Owners of the land on Signal Hill, near 
the Dominguez property, have been ap- 
proached by several individuals intent on 
securing leases, and many have put their 
signatures to the options, The showing by 
the wildcat well is considered to prove with- 
out a doubt the existence of oil in commer- 
cial quantities on the Dominguez property, 
and although Signal Hill is some distance 
west, many put faith in that district as a 
future oil field. 

The Shell Company, Pan-American Petro- 
leum and Transport Company and the Un- 
ion, are all endeavoring to secure land in 
regions that are as yet unproven as to the 
oil bearing qualities, but in which the fu- 
ture holds forth much promise. In Ventura, 
up until recently, few large companies have 
ever attempted to promote expansion work. 


Of late, however, all the companies men- 
tioned show decided efforts to expand in 
this direction. The Union Oil Company 


originated in this district, but made no at-

tempt to push developments, as the oil land 
was defined but iittls It has extensive 
property here, however, and has held it 
with the idea of reserving it and concen- 
trating its energies in other fields where 
the development is easier and where the 
lower grade of the oil produced makes the 
ecunomic waste of selling on a low market 
less marked, 

The Pan-American Petroleum and Trans- 
port Company is now negotiating for 6,000 
acres of the Bard and Asphalt Company. 
Also, the Shell Company has bought land 
in a new section, one not yet developed to 
a coinmercial stage, and one whose extent 
is still unknown, out one whose outlook is 
promising. All eyes are centered on future 
oil land, with a realization of the increased 
importance the oil industry will play in the 


future. 

Fullerton Activities. 
In the Fullerton field the Standard Oil 
Company continues its active policy in 


drilling and has more strings running than 
any other competitor in this section. Last 


weck two wells were brought in by the 
Standard, which indicates the why and 
wherefore of its active drilling. On the 


Emery, lease well No. 25 was completed with 
a production of 1,800 barrels. The well has 
held up to the initial flow for nearly a week 
and all indications point to a steady flow. 
On the Murphy lease, adjoining, well No. 
17 was aiso completed and is flowing around 
the 4,00-barrel daily figure of exceptionally 
high-gravity oil. 

On the Emery lease the Standard is run- 
ning four strings of tools, while two new 
grades are being made for wells Nos. 28 
and 29. On the Murphy five strings are in 
operation, on the Whittier lease six strings, 
with two new rigs completed, ready to op- 
erate. 

The Union Oil “ompany is pushing devel- 
opment work in the Fullerton flelds to the 
limit. Six leases are being drilled by the 
Union, the best results being obtained from 
the Hole lease, where at present two wells 
stand cemented, testing the water shut-off. 
No. 10 has reached 3,30" feet and is at pres- 
ent drilling in oil sand. All wells brought in 
on this lease thus far have been good for 
500 barrels or better. On the Graham and 
Loftus leases the Union is drilling five wells, 
one of which is down over 4,000 feet. On the 
Bastenchury lease two drilling wells are in 
progress, The Union is making preparations 
to abandon well No. 3 9n the San Juan lease 
and No. 1 on the Tousson lease. The San 
Juan well was drilled to a depth of 4,609 
feet, and passed through no strata of oil 
sand, The Tousson well was drilled to a 
depth of 3,300 feet, and the showing was not 
encouraging enough to warrant going deeper, 

The Ama!gamated, operating the Hnualde 
lease, which is the cichest portion of the 
Coyote Hills, has just completed well No. 
17. The production is but 100 barrels of oil 
and water, which is far below the normal 
production of wells brought in in this section. 
No. 17, however, is on the outskirts of the 
proven area. Hualde No, 8 is drilling at 
440, No, 19 at 2,699 and No. 23 at 2,680. 
The wildcat wells in this section are as 
yet unproven. The Yorba well was put on 
the pump after an attempt had been made 
to shut off the water. ‘The results indicated 
that efforts in this line had been unsuccess- 
ful and the process of cementing the well 
wiil be tricd again. The Copa De Pra, in the 
Cline Canyon, are down 1,400 feet, and re- 
port a good showing of gas. The Gold Seal, 
in the same general location, has had trouble 
in the 15-inch casinz. 

Other companies in the Fullerton fields 
pushing drilling operations are the Buch Oil 
Company, four wells 4rilling; Columbia Oil 
Producing Company, four wells drilling; Full- 
erton Oil Company, two wells drilling, and 
Santa Fe Oil Company, four wells drilling. 


Union Oil Progressive 


An initial step was taken by the Union Oil 
Company last week when plans were disclosed 
that a profit-sharing system would be adopted 
by that company which would benefit all em- 
ployes of the company with the exception of 
the members of the Board of Directors. This 
is the first step takem by any oil company to 
harmonize the actions of the capital and labor- 
ing branches of its business in this way, and 
no doubt will increase the efficiency of the va- 
rious departments affected. 

The distribution of profits is to be made on 
a sliding scale, in which the length of service 
determines on the one hand the classification 
of the individual employed and the amount of 
net earnings on the other determines the sum 
to be distributed in profits. Three years of 
continuous service qualifies an employe to full 
participation in the profit-sharing plan. Those 
having been in shorter service are classified 
and participate in accordance with the length 
of their connection with the company, but 4 
full year’s service is required as a condition 
precedent to any participation whatever. 

The following stipulations explain in part the 
profit-sharing plan:— 

If the net profits amount to less than 6 per 
cent, on the average outstanding capital stock 
during the year, no share of profits. 

If net profits amount to 5 or more, but ie*s 
than 10 per cent. on the average outstanding 
capital stock during the year, 2% per cent. on 
annual wages. 

If net profits amount to 10 per cent. or more 
but less than 15 per cent. on the average out- 
Standing capital stock during the year, 5 per 
cent. on annual wages. 

If net profits amount to 15 per cent. or more 
but less than 20 per cent. on the average out- 
standing capital stock during the year, 7% per 
cent. on annual wages. 

If net profits amount to 20 per cent. or more 
on the average outstanding stock during the 
year, 10 per cent. on annual wages. 

Net profit means the amount that appears in 
the general income account in the Union Oil 
Company’s annual report before deducting the 
employes’ share of profits. 

The Union Oil Company ranks as one of the 
largest producing and marketing organizations 
in the oil business and employs around 3,000 
men and women. The plan of profit-sharing 
marks an epoch in the dealings between em- 
ployer and employed, and as the advance 
“ame directly from the employer it is all the 
more noteworthy. Officials of the company 
are confident that the plan will at once result 
in increasing the production of the organiza- 


tion. 
New Work. 


For the week ending September 2, 1916, ac- 
cording to the report of the State Mining Bu- 
reau, new work was again far below the weekly 
average. Only six new wells were reported 
during the week, as compared to nine new 
wells the week previous. Nineteen were re- 
ported ready for the test of water shut off; 
six are to be deepened or redrilled, and one 
was abandoned. The total number of new 
wells drilled since the first of the year is 478. 

The activity in the vicinity of the Belridge 
field and also extended development on the 
McKittrick front have been noted for several 
months past. The additions recently made to 
the Mining Bureau engineering staff will make 
it possible to more thoroughly study this: ter- 
ritory and probably an inspector will be sta- 
tioned there primarily to attend to such work. 

The drilling for the week is reported chiefly 
from the Midway section, where three new

Japan Seeking Next Year’s Supply 
of Fertilizer. 


At a meeting of the fertilizer dealers 
of Japan, held at Hakone, in July, the 
problem of the supply of phosphate for the 
fertilizer market next year was discussed. 
It was proposed by the meeting to im- 
port 100,000 tons of Rasa, another 100,000 
tone of Anguar, and 50,000 tons of Ocean 
phosphate, the supply of Rasa and Ocean 
phosphate being in the hands of the Mit- 
sui Bussan Kaisha and Takata & Co. 
The Anguar phosphate supply, however, 
is worked by the navy. and, therefore. a 
petition will be presented to the navy to 
obtain a supply for next year. 

At the beginning of this year there were 
fertilizer stocks in Japan consisting of 
80,000 tons of phosphate and 120,000 tons 
of superphosnhate. Since then 80,000 tons 
of Rasa, 70,000 tons of Ocean and 30,000 
tons of Anguar phosphate have been im- 
ported. This makes a total of 380,000 
tons, If 250,000 toms are consumed this 
year there will still be a surplus of 130,000 
tons to be carried forward to next year 
and with the importation of 250,000 tons, 
the requirements during next year will be 
met and a balance for the year after next 
wiil be left. 

Since last spring there has been some 
business with Russia and the South Pa- 
cific countries, but it is in small lots, and 
has had little effect upon the supply in 
Japan. There was an entire stoppage of 
business with Australia, which was im- 
purting phosphate to the amount of 40,- 
000 tons.

A summary of the general results of 
the 1914 census of manufactures with re- 
spect to miscellaneous chemical products 
issued by the Bureau of the Census 
presents in tabular form the _ statistics 
for chemical products not heretofore 
covered, the aggregate value of which 
in 1914 was $71,047,228, and $57,216,072 in 
199. The ton of 2,000 pounds is used 
except as otherwise stated. 


Potash and Potassium Salts. 


Properly speaking, the term ‘‘potash”’ 
refers only to potassium carbonate in its 
various forms and degrees of purity. It 
has leng been applied, however, to caus- 
tic potash also. At the census of 1914 
there was reported the production of 
14,740 tons of potassium nitrate (salt- 
peter), valued at $1,244,051; of crude pot- 
ash (stone ash), valued at $30,644, and of 
black salts or unrefined potassium car- 
bonate, and pearl-ash, to the value of 
$19,007. The total value of the output 
of caustic potash potassium bichromate 
potassium chlorate, potassium iodide, 
and other potassium products in 1914 
was $2,801,225. In the aggregate the value 
of all potash and potassium products 
was $4,094,927, representing the product 
of 39 establishments. 

At the census of 1999 the production of 
erude potash and pearlash, reported »y 
31 establishments, was valued at $88,940. 


Coal-Tar Products. 


Ceal tar is produced in the destructive 
distillation of bituminous coal, and is, 
therefure, a by-product of the coal-gas 
industry, and of the coke industry when 
by-product ovens are used. The products 
are reported under two heads: (1) The 
direct products of distillation, sold as 
such, and (2) chemicals made from coal- 
tar distillery products. Many establish- 
ments distilling coal-tar consume part 
of the product in the manufacture of 
roofing paper, roofing felt, ete., and 
hence are classified as engaged in other 
industries. 

Coal-tar products valued at $8,839,506, 
comprising direct coal-tar distillery prod- 
ucts, valued at $8,065,156, and chemicals 
and medicinal preparations made from 
coal tar, valued at $774,350, were reported 
by 40 establishments for 1914. At the 
census of 1909, 42 such establishments 
reported coal-tar distillery products, val- 
ued at $4,057,591, amd chemicals and 
medicinal preparations made from coal 
tar, valued at $228,528. The foregoing 
are exclusive of the value of tar prod- 
ucts of the coke and gas industries, and 
of coal-tar dyes—chiefly made from im- 
ported crudes and _  intermediates—re- 
ported by establishments engaged pri- 
marily in the manufacture of dyestuffs. 
The by-product coking plants produced 
in 1914, 109,901,315 gallons of tar, valued 
at $2,867,274; and the establishments en- 
gaged in the manufacture of gas, 125,- 
938,607 gallons of tar, valued at $3,252,796. 
The corresponding output for 1909 com- 
prised 60,126,006 gallons of tar, valued at 
$1,408,611, made by the by-product coke 
ovens, and 78,339,880 gallons of tar, val- 
ued at $1,875,5 made by the gas plants. 
The manufacturers of synthetic dyes 
reported the production, in 1914, of coal- 
tar dyes to the value of $4,652,947; no cor- 
responding figures for 1909 are available. 


Fine Chemicals. 


This group of products embraces chem- 
icals sold in the trade as chemically or 
absolutely pure; those which are more 
especially made use of in analytical op- 
erations and in pharmacy: and chemi- 
cals, like the salts of the precious metals 
of a high unit value. The limitations of 
the group are not sharply defined, and 
as a result the statistics may not rep- 
resent the total output of the respective 
products, since in some cases the data 
for certain products may have been in- 
cluded with those for unclassified goods, 
and, as reproted at different censuses, 
may not be strictly comparable. The 
value of the total production of fine 
chemicals in 1914 was $10,983,017, the cor- 
responding value for 1909 being $10,316,519. 

Alkaloids.—The production of alka- 
loids in 1914 by chemical establishments 
was 5,805,212 ounces, valued at $4,738,335, 
representing increases of 66.7 per cent. in 
quantity and 48.6 per cent. in value, as 
compared with the corresponding pro- 
duction in 199. In addition, alkaloids 
and derivatives valued at $11,493,168 were 
reported for 1914 by manufacturers of 
druggists’ preparations and patent medi- 
cines and compounds, making a total 
value for that year of $16,231,508. This

considerable amount of duplication. 

Amyl acetate.—The output of this 
product in 1914 was 1,300,052 pounds, val- 
ued at $465,664, representing a decrease of 
11.6 per cent. in quantity, together with 
an increase of 5.2 per cent. in value, as 
compared with the 1909 figures. 

Chloroform.—The production of this 
drug in 1914, 1,333,954 pounds, valued at 
$295,317, represented a decrease, with 
reference to 1909, of 28.7 per cent. in quan- 
tity and of 38.2 per cent. in value. 

Ether.—The output of ethyl ether or 
sulphuric ether’ in 1914 was 2,120.082 
pounds, valued at $278,816, and exceeded 
that of 1909 by 81.4 per cent. in quantity 
and by 46.6 per cent. in value. 

Gold, silwer, and platinum salts.— 
The production of the salts of the prec- 
ious metals in 1914 was valued at $1,144,- 
715, a decrease of 2.8 per cent., as com- 
pared with the 1909 figures. The output 
in the later year comprised 2.563.238 
ounces of silver salts, valued at $846 ’ 
28,817 ounces of gold salts, valued at $291,- 
658, and 365 ounces of platinum = salts, 
valued at $6,998. The production of sil- 
ver salts in 1914 exceeded that in 1909 by 
26.2 per cent. in quantity and 16.3 per 
cent. in value, while the output of gold 
and platinum salts in the later year was 
somewhat less in respect to both quan- 
tity and value than in the earlier. 

Other fine chemicals.--There were 
produced in 1914 thorium compounds and 
radium, uranium, and vanadium—for 
which separate figures can not be civen— 
to the value of $1,388,477: 120,619 pounds 
of vanillin, valued at $525.219: “Cc. P.” 
(chemically pvre) preparations, includ- 
ing C. P. acids, alcohol, etc., valued at 
$530,476: chemicals used in the manufac- 
ture of photographic materials, not sep- 
arately reported under other heads, val- 





ued at $121,690; refined camphor, syn- 
thetic oils and perfumery bases, refined 
fusel oil. hypophosphites, ethyl acetate 


and ethyl chloride, sulphon-methane, sul- 
phon-ethyl-methane, nicotine, and butric 
ether—for which separate figures can not 
be given—to the value of $581.528, and 
unclassified fine chemicals valued at 
$912,780. 

General Chemicals. 


This class embraces chemicals the pro- 

duction of which is covered by the 
“chemical industry” as defined by the 
Bureau of the Census, and which are 
not included in the groups previously 
considered. 

Acetone.—This product was manufac- 
factured by eight establishments in 1914 
and by the same number im 1909, inclu- 
sive of wood-distillation plants. The 
production in 1914, 10,425,817 pounds, val- 
ued at $1,099,585, represented an increase 
of 34.3 per cent. in quantity and of 35.3 
per cent. in value, as compared with 
the 1909 figures. 

Acetate of lime.—This chemical, 
which is chiefly a product of the wood- 
distillation industry, was reported by 78 
establishments in 1914 and by 91 in 1909. 
The production in the later year was 
164,483,854 pounds, valued at $2,138,909, and 
exceeded that in the earlier year by 16.3 
per cent. in quantity and nine-tenths of 1 
per cent, in value. 

Ammonium salts.—The production of 
ammonium chloride in 1914 amounted 
to 11,511,984 pounds, valued at $641,040; of 
ammonium sulphate, to 8,846,616 pounds, 
valued at $211,314, and other ammonium 
salts (not C. P.)—acetate, bifluoride, 
carbonate, phosphate, picrate, etc.—were 
produced to the value of $260,S01. 

Aqua ammonia.—The output of this 
product by chemical establishments in 
1914 amounted to 35,544,226 pounds, valued 
at $1,412,236, representing an increase of 
69.4 per cent. in quantity and of 68.2 


per cent. in value, as compared with 
the 1909 figures. 
Anhydrous ammonia.--The produc- 


tion of anhydrous ammonia in 1914 (re- 
ported in conjunction with that of ‘‘com- 
pressed or liquefied gases’’) was 16,659,- 
#89 pounds, valued at $3,140,848, the per- 
centages of increase, as compared with 
the corresponding figures for 1909, being 
29.2 and 23.4, respectively. 

Barium salts.—The production of ba- 
rium sulphate, or blanc fixe, to the 
amount of 9,139 tons, valued at $257,415, 
representing an increase of 124.2 per cent. 
in quantity and of 195.6 per cent. in 
value, was reported by 13 establishments 
for 1914. Barium salts other than barium 
sulphate, particularly barium carbonate 
and barium chloride, were produced in 
1914 to the value of $103,204.

noteworthy advance in 
both American and Japanese refined 
camphor, which has been especially 
pronounced in the latter, due chiefly 
to another marking up of prices for 
the crude gum by the Japanese mo- 
nopoly, and, in part, to a serious short- 
age in many of the sizes of the Orien- 
tal refined goods, has constituted the 
leading feature of price movements in 
the drug market within the week. The 
constantly increasing consumption of 
this gum in the United States and a 
steadily augmented export demand 
from Europe have made even the rela- 
tively large recent shipments from Ja- 
pan fall far short of total require- 
ments, and predictions that much 
higher levels will soon be reached by 
this commodity are now being made 
by the importers of the Japanese re- 
fined goods. Menthol and Japan wax 
have also moved upward, as their pri- 
mary markets have advanced. Second 
only to this sensational soaring of 
camphor, there has been an additional 
uplift of glycerin, which has not been 
sustained in some quarters, although 
the undertone of the market continues 
generally strong, with crude as well as 
refined grades commanding consider- 
ably more than recently, in conse- 
quence of growing demands for both 
dynamite and chemically pure grades, 
and an advancing tendency in the ani- 
mal and vegetable products from 
which the crude grades are principally 
obtained. After a temporary dip, 
quicksilver is tending upward again 
here, as the export demand increases, 
and it is being noted that prices in 
this market are fully $15 under the im- 
port cost and also below the figures 
asked in London. 

Among other articles in which sharp 
advances have been recorded within 
the interval have been resorcin_ crys- 
tals, carbolic acid crystals, Trieste 
colocynth apple pulp, cyanide chloride 
mixture, small flake manna, potassium 
permanganate, cascara sagrada and 
yellow Maracaibo cinchona barks, An- 
gostura tonka beans, Spanish or Val- 
encia saffron flowers, citric acid, pyro- 
gallic acid, in second hands; gum san- 
darac, liquid styrax, first quality Alep- 
po gum tragacanth, short buchu, Aus- 
trian sage and thyme leaves, German 
marjoram, belladonna atropa, pow- 
dered golden seal and Canada snake 
root, Spanish anise, colchicum seed, 
brown Bari mustard and Dutch poppy 
seeds and lemon, clove, juniper berry, 
malefern, East Indian sandalwood and 
peppermint and spearmint oils. 

Most noticeable among the conces- 
sions and outright reductions in prices 
have been those in chloral hydrate, 
hydroquinone, salicylic acid, in second 
hands; corn sugar and corn syrup, 
cocoa butter, Russian ergot, formalde- 
hyde, in second hands; Russian isin- 
glass, calcined magnesia, naphthaline, 
postassium citrate and sodium citrate, 
salol, in second hands; domestic ter- 
pineol, balsam tolu, patchouli and syn- 
thetic wintergreen oil, in second hands; 
Greek sage leaves, senna pods, German 
angelica, gentian and Rio ipecac roots, 
white squills and caraway, celery and 
foenugreek seeds. 

Interest in the botanical drug list is 
still centered upon the American- 
grown products and especially golden 
seal and senega roots, for which re- 
ports of crop shortages and specula- 
tive operations for a further rise are 
combining to stiffen the _ situation 
daily. Recent offerings of native- 
grown digitalis leaves at prices far be- 
low those asked for their Austrian pro- 
totypes have forced importers of a 
newly introduced variety, known as 
Spanish leaves, to cut their prices un- 
der the figures named for the Ameri- 
can goods in order to find a market 
for this article. Native-grown bella- 
donna leaves have continued to be of- 
fered at levels well below the foreign 
leaves, which are still being main- 
tained at abnormally high figures for 
high test descriptions.

At 
the offering of manufacturing cinchona 
bark, held in Amsterdam, August 12, 
on which no reports were cabled at the 
time it took place, an average price of 
only 11.48 Dutch cents per bark unit 
was realized although an average of 
3.71 Dutch cents was obtained at the 
previous sale. At the auction sale of 
druggists’ quality bark held in Amster- 
dam on August 24, the prices secured 
ranged from 35 to 66% Dutch cents per 
half kilo. At the London auction, held 
September 13, a unit of only 2%d. was 
obtained. Freer offerings of the salts 
have been made in London of late by 
second hands. Several lots of the sul- 
phate have been sold by these opera- 
tors recently, principally for export to 
Russia, at 2s. 6d.@2s. 7d. An import 
duty of 1634 per cent. ad valorem has 
been imposed upon imports of quinine 
sulphate and all alkaloids or salts of 
cinchona bark, although these goods 
were formerly admitted free of duty.

Details of the cinchona bark auction 
held in Amsterdam August 24, which 
have been received by mail from our 
correspondent in that center, show that 
offerings on that occasion consisted of 
1,848 packages of Java druggists’s qual- 
ity bark, weighing 103,022 kilos and con- 
taining 2,77 kilos of sulphate of quinine. 
These offerings embraced 38,368 kilos of 
Succirubra, 12,993 kilos of Robusta, 1,425 
kilos of Ledgeriana and 236 kilos of 
officinalis. Out of these offerings, more- 
over, 34,064 kilos were root bark. The 
demand was rather limited, as the prices 
asked were above buyers’ views, and 
only 162 packages, weighing 7,732 kilos 
and containing 181 kilos of sulphate of 
quinine, were sold at prices ranging

The next Amsterdam auction of 
druggists’ quality bark is scheduled for 
September 28. 

Offers of 13,006 packages, weighing 
1,073,778 kilos, of manufacturing quality 
bark, containing 67,230 kilos of sulphate 
of quinine, were made to the salts man- 
ufacturers in Amsterdam on August 12, 
These offerings of manufacturing bark 
showed an average percentage of qui- 
nine sulphate, amounting to 6.26 per 
cent., as compared with 6.24 per cent. 
at the previous sale and with an average 
of 6.25 per cent. for last year. Of these 
offerings 9,815 packages, weighing 8$21,- 
910 kilos and containing 52,507 kilos of 
quinine sulphate, were taken by the 
salts makers. Further purchases by the 
salts manufacturers amounted to 1,082 
packages, weighing 92,753 kilos of bark 
and containing 5,847 kilos of sulphate of 
quinine, which realized only 11.48 Dutch 
cents, as compared with 13.71 Dutch 
cents at the previous sale. The quinine 
salts factory at Bandoeng took an 
equivalent of 3,248 kilos of sulphate. 

Shipments of cinchona bark from 
Java to Europe for July of this year are 
reported to have amounted to 1,043,000 
kilos, as compared with 502,300 kilos for 
the corresponding month of last year, 
with 777,500 kilos for the similar month 
of 1914, with 866,500 kilos for July, 1913, 
with 795,000 kilos for the same month in 
1912 and with 471,000 kilos for July, 
1911. Total shipments of bark from 
Java to Europe for the first seven 
months of this y°ar are reported to have 
aggregated 4,607,068 kilos, as compared 
with 2,966,300 kilos for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, with 4,670,000 
kilos for the similar period of 1914, 4,- 
507,200 kilos for the same time in 1913, 
3,924,500 kilos for the first seven months 
of 1912 and with 4,402,500 kilos for the 
first corresponding period in 1911.

BENZOL.—Offers of pure water 


white goods continue to be made at 
60c. in carload lots and an active de- 
mand is reported for this hydrocarbon.

BETA NAPHTHOL.—Sublimed goods 
on spot are being held at $1.25, but 
the technical grade of this coal-tar 
derivative is being offered at $1.15 on 
spot. Contracts calling for deliveries 
throughout the remainder of this year 
are being offered at $1.05@1.10. 

CHLORAL HYDRATES. — Manufac- 
turers have reduced their prices, under 
keen competition, to $1.28% per pound 
in jars containing 25 pounds, and to 
$1.40 in bottles with cork stoppers, and 
$1.45 in bottles with glass stoppers. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Despite a revival 
of buying operations on the part of 
confectionery manufacturers, Amer- 
ican producers are now Offering their 
output, which has been augmented 
somewhat of late, at slightly lower 
figures, represented by a range of 
40@41c., according to brand, on a bulk 
goods basis. Wrapped fingers, in 
twelve-pound boxes, are still being 
quoted at 43@45c. 

COLOCYNTH (APPLES. — Trieste 
apple pulp is very scarce here and 
some sales have recently been made 
at 65c. Local holders generally quote 
60@65e. for these goods, while asking 
20@22c. for the whole Trieste apples. 

CORN SYRUP.—Leading producers 
have lowered their prices to the extent 
of 10c. of late and are now offering 
corn syrup of 42 degrees, mixing at 
$2.81 per 100 lbs., while quoting corn 
sugar at the same figure. 

CYANIDE CHLORIDE MIXTURE. 

-As the demand for this commodity 
has been increased considerably of 
late, while spot stocks have been re- 
duced correspondingly, local handlers 
have raised their prices to a minimum 
of 45c. 


ERGOT.—Though a few small lots 
of Russian goods were offered early 
in the week at a further reduction 


which made prices for such goods 65c. 
temporarily, a majority of local im- 
porters are now asking 68@72c. for this 
article. Spanish goods are still being 
quoted at 75@80c. 

FORMALDEHYDE. — Some second 
hands have recently shaded prices for 
this disinfectant to 10@10'4c., but others 
are still asking 10%@llc. The season 
of heaviest consumption is believed to 
be closing, but a moderate demand is 
looked for throughout the ensuing win- 
ter. 

GLYCERIN.—A further stiffening of 
the animal and vegetable products, 
from which crude grades of this com- 
modity are being extensively extracted, 


has, together with a steadily grewing 
demand for both dynamite and chem- 
ically pure grades, brought about a 
further marking up of prices for these 
refined descriptions, which, however, 
has not been well maintained in the 
case of the C. P. goods. After raising 
their prices for the C. P. grade from 
40c., and, in some instances, from 4lc. 
to a minimum of 42%c. in drums, East- 
ern and Western refiners continued to 
maintain this level, but a few who ad- 
vanced their quotation to 44c. have re- 
cently been permitted to “hold the 
umbrella” for the others, who are now 
quoting 43%c., 48c. and even 42%c, in 
drums. Dynamite goods have been in 
extremely active-demand of late, and, 
after being quoted at 40c., and then 
marked up to 42%c., these goods are 
now being strongly held by refiners at 
a minimum of 45c., or considerably 
above the figure asked for the C. P. 
grade. Crude grades have also been 
advanced, and soaplye is now being 
quoted at 31@35c., naked, for 80 per 


cent. goods, while saponification is be- 
ing maintained at 34@36c., naked, for 


88 per cent. goods. The candle crude 
and 30 degrees yellow distilled grades 
are likewise higher at 34@36c. and 45c., 
respectively. Latest arrivals here have 
included 180 drums from Marseilles. 
Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 
Paris, Aug. 31, 1916. 


There has been no revival of buying opera- 
tions on a large scale in this market of late, 
and in consequence offers of spot goods have 
become a little more plentiful. Some notable 
quantities of saponification have been sold at 
165 francs per 100 kilos, naked, net cash, but 
since these sales were effected, some producers 
have held their goods again at 170 to 175 francs 
per 100 kilos net cash, 

Soaplye glycerin on spot continues to be of- 
fered at 125 francs per 100 kilos, naked, net 
cash, and sellers are seeking to call forth 
counter offers at 120 francs, without success 
to data, 

Goods for deliveries up to the end of the year 
are being offered very sparingly.

MAGNESIA CARBONATE.—With a 
waning of the demand for this arti- 
cle, prices have been lowered to 43c 
for the light, although the heavy de- 
scription continues to command 55c. 

MANNA.—Small flake goods have 
been marked up 10c. further, to 95c.@$1 
in consequence of a growing shortage, 
amounting almost to complete exhaus- 
tion of spot stocks. The local mar- 
ket is still bare of large flake goods. 

MENTHOL.—A further sharp iad- 
vanee has occurred in the Japanese 
markets, and has been reflected here 
in a long-deferred marking up of 
pricesby local importers. These lat- 
ter interests have raised their prices 
for spot goods to a minimum of $3.15 
in cases, while advancing their asking 
figures for broken lots to $3.20@3.30. 
Several sales have already been made 
here at $3.15@3.20 in cases, while some 
handlers are now demanding up to 
$3.25 in cases. Latest offers from Ja- 
pan quote the goods for shipment at 
$2.80, c. and f., which, after payment 
of the import duty, would make the 
import cost $3.30, without profit to the 
handler. The demand has increased 
greatly of late on the reports of an 
advancing market in Japan, due to es- 
timates of a shortage in the crop in 
the Hokkaido district, which, however, 
do not appear to be borne out by other 
estimates, which indicate an increase 
of 20 per cent. in the new crop yield 
over that for last year. Some of the 
latest advances from‘Japan, moreover, 
state that the new crop crystals will 
soon begin to be moved to the primary 
markets. 

MYRBANE OIL.—A fairly active de- 
mand is still noted for this eoal-tar 
product, which continues to be quoted 


at 20@22c. in drums and at 24@25c. in 
cans. 
NAPHTHALINE.—With a further 


inerease in the domestic production, 
these goods have been offered of late 
at 9c. for good dye-making quality 
and at 8c. for descriptions fit only for 
use aS moth repellents. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—Domestic 
manufacturers continue to offer their 
output of this derivative of the pre- 
cious white metal at 42%c. in 500 to 
1,000 ounce lots, at 48%c. in 100-ounce 
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lots and at 44%c. in smaller quantities 
down to a single ounce, 

OLIVE OIL.—Latest advices from 
Sicily state that the old crop produc- 
tion has proven very small and is now 


barely sufficient for Italian require- 
nents. Forecasts on the new crop 
indivate a better yield, however, and 


no upward movement has yet occurred 
in the prices asked for the edible oil 
here. Importers in the local market 
continue to quote their goods at $1.35 
@1.5@ for good Italian edibie brands. 
A special license is still required by 
the Italian government for the ship- 
ment of each lot of this community. 

POTASH.—Permanganate is in such 


scanty supply as to command still 
higher prices than were named re- 
cently. Most local handlers are now 
asking a minimum of $1.70, while some 
holders are demanding $1.75 and even 
$1.80. 

QUICKSILVER.—An improved de- 
mand on export, as well as domestic 
accounts, is noted for this liquid metal 
and several sales have recently been 
made to the Orient. Although manu- 
facturers and their agents recently 


dropped their prices from $76 to $75 
per flask of 75 pounds, they are now 
contemplating restoring their asking 


figures to considerably higher figuies, 
as the quotations now made here are 
fully $15 under the prices named in 


London, and the same amount under 
the import cost. 

RESORCIN.—A noteworthy scarcity 
of these crystals is reported, and local 


holders have raised their prices $5 to 
$24@25. 

SALOL.—Second hands have lowered 
their prices still further of late, as the 
demand has diminished, and are now 
offering a few lots at $3.30, though 
more generally holding out for $3.40. 


Domestic manufacturers continue to

SODA.—Benzoate is still in very light 

supply, and strongly held, as the de-

BENZOIC.—An intensified scarcity of 
the acid made from toluol has brought 
about a further advance in prices 
asked for this article to $11@12. 


ACIDS. 


CARBOLIC.—A greatly augmented 
demand has temporarily counteracted 
a materially increased domestic pro- 
duction and a majority of American 
manufacturers of synthetic phenol are 
now asking a minimum of 60c. for the 
U. S. P. crystals in drums, while, in 
some quarters, asking 62c. for these 
goods. In only occasional instances is 
58c. being quoted and in such cases the 
offerings are almost nil. Several sales 
have been made of late of the U. S. P. 
crystals in drums at 60c. and at 62c. 

CITRIC, — Domestic manufacturers 
continue to hold their output on a 
basis of 67c, for the crystals in barrels 
and at 67\%c. for these goods in kegs, 


but, despite a seasonable waning of 
the demand, second hands have stiff- 
ened their views, as “‘outside’”’ stocks 


have been reduced, and are now asking 
a minimum of 64c. for their holdings. 
Potassium and sodium citrates have 
been marked down recently, as buying 
operations have slackened, the former 
having been lowered to the extent of 
20c. to $1.50, and the latter to the ex- 
tent of 4c. to 60c. There have also 
been declines of 2c, to 3c. in the prices 
asked for ammonium phosphate, iron 
phosphate, iron pyraphosphate and 
iron and ammonium phosphate goods.

CASCARILLA.—Offers of small quills 
in bales of ten pounds have been made 
of late at 22c. Long quills, however, 
continue to be firmly maintained at 25c 
and siftings are still being quoted at 
12@15c. 

CINCHONA.—A great shortage of 
high-grade red quills continues to be 
noted, and yellow. Maracaibo quills 
are almost unobtainable. For the few 
small lots of the latter goods, in pow- 
dered form, still available here, local 
importers are asking 30@35c., and 
these figures are also being named for 
the broken red and yellow quills. 


BERRIES. 


PRICKLY ASH.—Local holders re- 
port a moderate demand for these ber- 
ries, and are still offering fair-sized 
lots at 12@l1l4c. 

BEANS. 


TONKA.—Angostura beans are not 
in as plentiful supply here as hitherto, 
because of the recent heavy takings 
by the snuff manufacturers and other 
large users, and local importers have 
restored their prices to the levels pre- 
vailing just before the new crop from 
the Orinoco reached here, and are now 
asking 85@90c. 

VANILLA.—An extremely strong 
market is noted for Mexican beans, as 
stocks of these goods in the New York 
market have been heavily contracted 
for of late by domestic extract makers 
and the quantities of the 1915-1916 crop 
remaining uncontracted for in the Pa- 
pantla and Gutierrez-Zamora districts 
of Mexico are known to reach only 
meager proportions, while the outlook 
for the 1916-1917 crop is far from 
bright, with the result that the pros- 
pect is presented forcibly for a note- 
worthy shortage as soon as heavy pur- 
chasing operations are begun in No- 
vember by the largest of the extract 
manufacturers. It is now figured that 
there are only 20,000 pounds of whole 
beans and 6,000 pounds of cuts from 
the 1915-1916 crop left unsold in the 
curing sections of Mexico, while esti- 
mates on the 1916-1917 crop, though 
suggesting unusually large, long and 
aromatic beans, which will weigh more 
individually than those of the 1915- 
1916 crop, also indicate a total yield 
in number of beans no greater than 
that of the last crop, and an extremely 
small number of cuts. Present esti- 
mates on the new crop are suggestive 
of only 20,000 pounds of cuts and 
slightly more than 100,000 pounds of 
whole beans. New York operators are 
still asking a minimum of $4.50 for their 
Mexican whole beans, while quoting up 
to $6 for some brands, and are naming

more nearly commensurate with the 
import cost, which is now equivalent 
to the price named by a majority of 
New York holders for spot goods.

quarters, demanding up to $8 for recti- 
fied goods. The few offers hitherto 
made at $7.25 have been cleaned up. 
The local market is virtually bare of 
twice rectified oil, which is now being 
quoted nominally at $8. 

LEMON.—A moderate advance has 
at length occurred in the prices asked 
for this Messina essence, as a natural 
sequel to the prolonged upward move- 
ment in the Sicilian markets and a 
recent moderate reduction of stocks 
here. Local importers have raised 
their prices to a minimum of 9i5c., 
while a few handlers are now demand- 
ing $1.10, although one well-known 
brand is still being offered at $1.05. 

MALEFERN.—A further reduction 
of spot stocks and the increasing diffi- 
culties of replenishing supplies here 
have brought about a further marking 
up of prices to $9@9.50. 

PATCHOULI.—A slight waning of 
the demand for this oil and a conse- 
quent moderate accumulation have re- 
sulted in a general reduction of prices 
by local importers to $13@1i, as to 
quality. 

PEPPERMINT.—As operators in the 
West continue to hold back their 
stocks, local handlers have raised their 
prices to a minimum of $2.25, and, in 
some instances, are asking up to $2.40 
in bulk. 

SANDALWOOD.—Genuine East In- 
dia oil igs becoming very scarce and, 
with a recent marking up of prices of 
the wood, distillers and other handlers 
have generally raised their prices for 
this oil to $7.75. The West Indian oil,

SPEARMINT.—As a sequel to the 
recent reports of a crop shortage in 


Michigan and Indiana and a further 
stiffening of the views of operators 
in the primary centers, local holders 
have raised their prices for the oil 
again and are now generally asking $2 
for their spot goods. 

WINTERGREEN.—Though synthetic 
oil is stil] being quoted at $1.75 by

Domestic refiners have 
raised their prices 2c. further and are 
now holding their output very strongly 
on a bulk basis of 64%c, in barrels 
while contemplating another uplift 
within the near future, while importers 
of the Japanese refined gum have ad- 
vanced their prices to 67@68c. for the 
two-and-a-half-pound slabs and are 
likewise asking that figure for one- 
pound blocks, 674%@68%c. for ounce 
tablets, 68@70c, for 24s. and 32s. and 
also for five-ounce cakes. Several 
sales have already been made of the 
two-and-a-half-pound slabs at S7@68c. 
and of small sizes at 68@69c. Latest 
advices from Japan state that the 
Japanese government camphor monop- 
Oly has advanced prices for the erude 
gum again, to the extent of 9s, 6d. 
per 100 pounds, making the revised 
oflicifal quotation for crude gum there 
$2.37% per 100 pounds, effective October 
1, Japanese factors are reported to be 
unable to make any new offers and 
nominal quotations of 72c. for blocks 
and of 7ic. for ounce tablets are now 
being made from Japan. Predicticns 
are being made in some quarters that 
$1 will be named for the Japanese 
refined gum by the end of this year. 
Although imports of the crude and 
refined gum into the United States 
from Japan have reached exception- 
ally large proportions so far this year, 
it is now contended that the consum- 
ing demand in this country has been 
swelled to such an enormous extent as 
to absorb almost all the goods thus 
shipped here and to be far in excess 
of the available supply and it is said 
that there is little prospect for sub- 
stantial relief from an impending 
shortage within the near future, Hence 
the predictions of a $1 level by Jan- 
uary 1, 1917. An inquiry ‘for 59,000 
pounds of powdered refined gum re- 
mains unfilled. 

MASTIC.—With a _ recent further 
waning cf the demand, local importers 
of this gum have lowered their prices 
a cent to 40@4Ic. 

OLIBANUM.—Tears are slightly 
easier, being in somewhat better sup- 
ply and less active demand, and are 
now being offered at 11@12c. 

STYRAX.—With a recent further re- 
duction of spot stocks, without much 
prospect for replenishment within the 
near future, local operators in this 
commodity have raised their prices to 
a minimum of $1.40, while, in some in- 
stances, asking $1.75 for the goods in 
liquid form. Several sales have re- 
cently been made at $1.50, and a ma- 
jority of local importers are now ask- 
ing that figure. 

TRAGACANTH.—First quality Alep- 
po gum is in only light supply and 
local importers have therefore restored 
their prices to $2.20@2.30. Importations 
of 35 cases have been noted of late. 


SHELLAC, 


An increasingly strong situation is 
noted throughout the shellac market, 
in consequence of a steadily augment- 
ed demand for all bleached and most 
of the orange grades, in many of which 
there is growing scarcity here. As pri- 
vate advices received in the local trade 
toward the end of the week told of a 
recent heavy reduction of supplies in 
that center and quoted T. N. on spot 
at 132s. 6d., or 1s. 6d. higher than a week 
ago, and later still at 133s., while quot- 
ing the December delivery at 136s., 
and while no new offers of sizable 
quantities were made from Calcutta, 
the New York importers stiffened their 
views still further and those operators 


who had not hitherto raised their 
prices to a minimum of 33c. for the 
T. N. grade hastened to mark their 


asking figures up to that level, while 
quoting a minimum of 39c. for “bone 
dry”’ bleached and a minimum of 33c. 
for the “commercial” bleached descrip- 
tion. Several local bleachers continued 
to demand 40c. for “bone dry” bleached 
and 34c. for the “commercial” grade. 

Reports of a serious shortage in the 
Bysackie crop of shellac, which ma- 
tures in April, are now more generally 
credited, in view of an almost com- 
plete cessation of offers from Calcutta, 
and the fact that shipments from that 
port for the last half of August have 
been shown to be extremely light. 
Further evidence of a growing scarcity 
of the article abroad has been fur- 
nished in the record of the quantity of 
shellac afloat for the United Kingdom 
on August 26, which reveals a total of 
only 962 cases, as compared with 1,401 
cases at the corresponding date last 
year, with 2,373 cases at the same date 
in 1914, and with 3,239 cases for the 
same date in 1913. 

Our correspondent in London has 
advised us by cable at the close of the 
week that fair free quality of T. N. 
on spot in that center was being 
strongly held at 132s., or a shilling 
higher than a week ago, while the 
December delivery was maintained at 
136s., or 2s. higher than a week ago.

BUCHU.—With a recent lowering of 
stocks of the short leaves, local holders 
have restored their prices for this de- 
scription of the goods to $1.20@1.25. 
Latest offers of shipments from the 
Cape have been made on a basis of 
4s. 6d., c. i. f., New York. 

BELLADONNA. — Domestic leaves 
continue to be offered at $1.40, but high 
test foreign goods continue to com- 
mand $1.65@1.75, some sales having re- 
cently been made at the inside figure. 
At the London auction, held August 
24, only one bale, out of the thirty-one 
bales offered, was sold, 


DIGITALIS.—Domestic leaves con- 
tinue to be offered at 40c., but some 
lots of bright-looking Spanish goods, 


which have just reached this port and 
which have been admitted as up to 
standard by the drug inspection offi- 
cials, although their therapeutic value 
is still unknown, are now being quoted 
as low as 35c. Austrian leaves, how- 
ever, are still being strongly main- 
tained at 55@60c. Latest arrivals of 
the Spanish leaves have totaled 30 
bales. 

MARJORAM.—German goods are in 
very scanty supply here and are now 
being held at 45@50c. Fremch goods 
continue to be quoted at 19@20c. 

SAGE.—While Austrian leaves con- 
tinue to be very strongly maintained 
at 50@55c. for the stemless, and at 42@ 
45c. for the grinding grade, Greek 
leaves have been offered down still 
further, on additional arrivals, and are 
now being quoted at 8%@10c. The 
latest arrivals of Greek leaves have 
embraced 76 bales from Piraeus 

SENNA.—A sharp break in the Lon- 
don market, which has carried the 
price asked in that center downward 
briskly to Is. 2d., and even to 11%4., 
has found reflection here, as it became 
known that freer offers were being 
made there, and, with a waning of the 
demand here, local importers have re- 
duced their prices to the extent of lic. 
and are now offering their goods at 
30@35ce. While some so-called Tinne- 
velly leaves are being offered as low as 
even medium quality goods are 
commanding 25c., while the No. 1 
leaves are bringing 30@34c. Powdered 
T. V. leaves are being offered at 25@ 
27c. Experts in the handling of T. V. 
leaves state that there is a great dif- 
ference in the wet and dry crop of 
these goods in the Cape regions. The 
wet crop, they contend, refers to the 
annual cultivated leaves grown from 
seeds on irrigated rice fields, producing 
good green fresh leaves, picked from 
June to August. The dry crop leaves 
refer to those of the standing crop 
growing wild on unwatered lands, pro- 
ducing pale yellowish leaves, from 
September to November. The present

stock in London consists virtually in 
its entirety of dry-crop leaves from 
last year’s collection. This years 
wet crop at the Cape is said to have 
amounted to 6,000 bales, all of which 
are now afloat to Europe. This has 


been sold, with the exception of 1,000 
bales, held for higher prices. It is 
obvious the first pickings of the new 
crop, that is, the wet-crop goods, are 
by far the most desirable, and it is 
not surprising therefore that they 
command by far the best prices. 

THYME.—With the beginning of the 
pickling season, supplies of these 
leaves have been greatly reduced and 
local importers are now asking slightly 
higher prices, represented in a range 
of 11144@11c. 

ROOTS. 

ANGELICA.—German goods are in 
more plentiful supply, as the demand 
has slackened of late, and local holders 
are now offering this root at 15@20c. 
American root continues to be quoted 
at 12@16c. 

BELLADONNA ATROPA.—With the 
recent absorption of all offerings of 
this root at $2.25, local importers and 
other handlers have raised their prices 
to a minimum of $2.50, while, in some 
instances, asking $2.75, on a growing 
scarcity here. 

DOGGRASS.—An out-of-town house 
has recentiy offered some doggrass 
root grown in Bermuda, on a basis of 
75c. per pound, in bags of 160 pounds 
each. This root is of European origin 
which has been cultivated in Bermuda, 
but the house offering the goods has 
been instructed by the United States 
Government officials that it will have 
to :labe] this root “Bermuda doggrass 
root, not German,” in order to prevent 
confusion with the German product. 
The latter is still being strongly held 
at $1.40@1.50, on scarcity. 

DANDELION.—Sales of  approxi-

The markets for caustic soda and soda 
ash have continued to strengthen dur- 
ing the past week. Demand has con- 
tinued along active lines and the buying 
has been for both home and foreign 
consumption. Domestic consumers have 
been booking shipments over next year 
freely, and it is stated that makers are 
rapidly selling their output ahead and 
that an actual searcity of these items is 
more than a possibility later in the 
year. The demand for domestic finished 
products is said to have increased ma- 
terially, and consuming interests are in- 
creasing their commitments substanti- 
ally. There is still a quantity of resale 
bleaching powder obtainable in large 
domestic containers, and the market 
price for this material has not ad- 
vanced. Small containers for ex- 
port are still scarce, and are held 
at a premium over domestic pack- 
ages. The acid department has not 
shown very much change. Oleum has 
settled to a more attractive basis, and 
powdered tartaric acid has been shaded 
on spot. Oxalic acid is holding steady 
around 60c. per pound on spot. Carbon 
tetrachloride is quoted at 16c. p2r pound 
on spot in drums against a former price 
of 17c. per pound. Chloride of barium 
is a shade easier on spot, with offerings 
moderately free. Powdered white ar- 
senic is moving quietly at unchanged 
prices. High test caustic potash is 
searce and very firm at lately prevail- 
ing figures. Potash alum is easier on 
spot at 6c. per pound, while chrome 
alum is held at 28@30c., according to 
quantity.

Reports 
of progress in the domestic output are 
heard, but such offerings are not large 
enough to have much influence on the 
market, and the fact that supplies of 
German potash salts are dwindling is 
a strengthening factor, and it is difficult 
to see how prices for muriate of potash 
can be kept from going to much higher 
levels. This does not mean that de- 
mand from the fertilizer trade will bring 
about this result, but chemical manu- 
facturers sooner or later will be forced

The animal ammo- 
niates are hardly as firm as a week 
ago, for reports from packing house 
centers indicate that some concessions 
have been grantefl in sales of dried 
blood and _ tankage.

quoted at the same prices as previously 
named with nothing new regarding the 
catch of menhaden. For reports of the 
Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta ferti- 
lizer markets, refer to index on page 7. 
Detailed reports on the separate ar- 
ticles of the local market follow:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 
DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
While a very strong market is still re- 
ported for these animal ammoniates, 
conditions seem to have eased off a 


little from those reported a week ago. 
This is shown by the fact that offer- 
ings have been on the market at Chi- 
cago slightly under the prices quoted 
last week and holders have shown 
more willingness to treat with buyers. 
Consuming demand has not been ac- 
tive, and this no doubt is responsible 


for the freer selling offers which have 


characterized the market Sales of 
dried blood are reported on a basis 
of $3.20 per unit of ammonia at Chi- 
cago. High-grade tankage is holding 
pretty firm at $3.10 per unit of am- 
monia, These prices may be taken as 


a basis for the selling prices in other 


markets, due allowance being made 
for freight charges. 

FISH SCRAP.—Sellers of fish scrap 
say that temporary conditions as 


found in reports coming from the fish- 
ing fleet are of but little importance. 
They say that the season has gone 
far enough to establish the fact that 
total production will be comparatively 
small, and consuming demand up to 
the present has been large enough to 


keep stocks from accumulating, so 
that there is no trouble in securing 


ful] quotation prices in making sales. 
Fishing operations in the North are at 
a standstill and quotations on scrap 
are given on a basis of delivery at 
Southern points. Current quotation is 
$3.60 per unit f. o. b. Baltimore. Trad- 
ing has not been featured in any way 
during the past week, but the move- 
ment into consuming channels is in 
proportion to the volume of offerings 
and the market appears to be sound at 
prevailing prices. 

NITRATE OF- SODA.—An interest- 
ing report on the nitrate industry 
comes from Antofagasta. This report 
says that there were produced in all 
the oficinas 5,312,776 Spanish quintals 
(of 101.4 pounds each) and the exports 
amounted to 5,674,088 quintals. Com- 
pared with the corresponding month in 
previous years the figures are:—

The market at Valparaiso was not

At the end 
yf the month ordinary, or 95 per cent., 
uitrate was quoted for sale at about 
s 5d ($1.80) per quintal alongside for 
lelivery in the latter part of 1916. 
Jitrate for delfvery in 1917 is held 








about a penny ($0.02) higher per quintal. 
Refined nitrate, 96 per cent,—1 per 
cent., sold as high as 7s 10d ($1.90) per 
quintal, but for 1917 delivery conces- 
sions from this price down to about 
7s 8d ($1.87) were spoken of. 

The price of coal is easier, especially 
in American brands, and this improves 
the situation for those officinas that 
have not adopted petroleum fuel. 
Freights are also obtainable at slightly 


iower rates than before, though ship- 
ments of nitrate are still delayed for 
lack Of vessels. 


A proposal has been seriously made 
recently looking to the employment of 
wooden boxes for shipping nitrate, but 
the cOnsensus of opinion is that the 
expense will be prohibitive. One thing 
that causes the idea to be favored is 
that there would be retained in the 
country the sum now sent abroad for 
the 30,000,000 bags used annually to ex- 
port nitrate. 

A report from abroad says that some 
of the German producers are about to 
close their works in Chile owing to the 
fact that they have been placed on 
the British blacklist and consequently 
cannot make further shipments. This 
should act as a bullish feature since 
it would mean that stocks would de- 
cline with production on a _ smaller 
scale, Domestic markets are reported 
as even, and prices have been working 
more in buyers favor. The quotation 
given at $2.95 per 100 pounds for 
spot and prompt shipment. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA — The 
domestic output of this material is 
reported to be pretty well disposed of 
and market prices have shown a tend- 
ency to stiffen. Consuming demand 
has been good and withdrawals against 
contracts are causing producers to 
make steady shipment so that surplus 


is 


stock are at a minimum. Practically 
no competition is felt from foreign 
markets as import prices are above 


those asked with the domestic product. 
The quotation for spot and prompt 
shipment is given at $3.85 per 100 
pounds, and many sellers say that this 
price is largely nominal, as they have 
only limited offerings with which to 
meet new business. The course of this 
market is in direct contrast to that 
reported for nitrate of soda, but the 
widening in prices between these two 
materials Only serve to place them 
on a more normal basis as nitrate was 
forced up to unusually high prices by 
the extraordinary demand which de- 
veloped from the makers of munitions. 
A report from the London market says 
sulphate of ammonia is steady at 
about £18 for prompt, and sometimes 
a little less, with £18 5s quoted for 
forward. Makers should be able to 
compensate themselves in the export 
market for their self-denial in the 
home market, for the fixed home price 
is certainly below the actual fertilizing 
value of sulphate as compared with 
any possible competitor, That this will 
lead to a much larger use of sulphate 
in Great Britain should be the case, 
but so far one does not hear of any 
great eagerness on the part of agricul- 
turists to avail themselves of the 
generosity of makers. The government 
demands for liquor, will of course, tend 
to lessen the supply, but to what ex- 
tent is not very clear at present; in 
any case, there must be considerable 
reduction in the quantity of sulphate 
available for export. 
PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is prac- 
tically no change in the market for 
acid phosphate. Consuming demand is 
of fair proportions, and, as stocks are 
only moderate, there is no weakness in 


asking prices, which are given at 
$10.50 for 12 per cent. and $11 for 16 
per cent. With prices holding steady 


and nothing important from the stand- 
point of trading, the market is de- 
scribed as without feature. Some re- 
ports say that production is on the in- 
crease, but this is likely to be offset by 
a heavier demand from consumers and 
need not necessarily be construed as 
an indication that prices will ease off. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK. — Outside of 
the fact that sellers are quoting prices 
at unchanged levels, there is no fea- 
ture to the market for phosphate 
rock. Export conditions are slow to 
improve and outward shipments re- 
main comparatively small. Producers 
expect that an urgent call for stocks 
will be felt as soon as a way can be 
found to make deliveries, but this does 
not seem to be immediate and has no 
bearing on the current market except 
that it gives confidence to work plants 
and accumulate estocks in anticipation 
of later demand. Domestic consumers 
are calling for delivery in a fairly 
normal way. Prices are quoted at:—

Saturday Noon, Sept. 16, 1916. 


Some interesting reports were heard 
this week regarding the progress 
made by domestic firms which are pro- 
ducing dyes. It is stated that one 
large company will soon be producing 
aniiine dyes at a rate of 30,000,000 
pounds per year. Another is said to 
have just received an order for 4,000,- 
000 pounds of dyes to be used by Amer- 
ican textile companies. These reports 
are encouraging, inasmuch as they in- 
dicate that the home output of dyes 
and colors is going ahead in a rapid 
manner. Offers of aniline colors in 
the spot market are made at different 
price levels, which sometimes mean a 
difference in grade, but often the 
range in price is merely according to 
seller. The materials market this 
week shows that some items are sell- 
ing more in buyers’ favor. Prussiates 
may be mentioned prominently in the 
list when prices have eased off. This 
refers to prussiate of potash, both red 
and yellow, and to prussiate of soda. 
Bichromates do not appear to change 
in position, but prices are no firmer 
than a week ago. Acetate of soda is 
rather easy and private terms might 
be made in some quarters. Aniline 
oil and salt are unsettled, as there is 
a rather wide range in prices quoted. 
Logwood extract is another material on 
which no flat price can be quoted. 
Most of the wood and vegetable ex- 
tracts are in good demand, with prices 
firra for the most part. Gambier has 
sold at comparatively low levels, but 
quantity is a prime factor in determin- 
ing prices. Reports on the more im- 
portant items of the local market fol- 
low :— 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The inside 
price for acetate of soda has been well 
maintained at 12c. per pound One of 
the features of the market is the fact 
that prices show a variation according 
to seller. In some quarters l4c. per 
pound is the asking price, and offers 
are reported at different levels between 
12c. and l4c. per pound, 

ALBU MEN.—Reports from China say 
that exports of egg yolk from that 
country to the United States in 1915 
were valued at $479,537, as compared 
with $290,720 in 1914.. Exports of egg 
albumen to the United States showed 
an increase in value of $410,936 in 1915. 
Total exports of egg albumen from 
China last year were 7,841,200 pounds, 
valued at $1,054,376. This refers to 
shipments to all parts. Primary mar- 
kets are reported to be firm at pres- 
ent and local sellers quote Chinese hen 
egg albumen at 73@7é6c. per pound. On 
shipments these prices might be shad- 
ed. Blood albumen was steadily main- 
tained at 30@38c. per pound, with 
prices depending on grade and time of 
delivery. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—It is 
safe to say that the market for aniline 
oil is becoming stronger. This is evi- 
dent. not so much from any hardening 
in prices, but from the fact that only 
a few sellers are willing to meet the 
low prices. There is also a difference 
in the quality of offerings, and in this 
way prices are dependent on grade and 
seller, The quotation is given at 30@ 
40c. per pound, Aniline salts are hold- 
ing rather steady, with prices quoted 
at 40@50c. per pound. 

BICHROMATES.—The market for 
bichromate of soda is going along in 
an unchanged way. Reports that re- 
sale lots were being taken off the mar- 
ket have been current for some time 
and this was regarded as a bullish in- 
dication, No doubt there is some truth 
to this statement, as many sellers are 
not able to quote on large amounts, 
yet there are stocks held in many quar- 
ters and numerous sellers are willing 
to quote under 30c. per pound. The 
quotation is placed at 28@30c. per 
pound, but at times offerings Were on 
the market at 27c. and a price of 26%¢c. 
was reported earlier in the week. The 
market price, therefore, is unsettled and 
will depend on seller and quantity de- 
sired. One producer is said to have 
quoted 60c. per pound, but this is 
thought to be more an indication of 
their belief in future advances than an 
actual quotation to secure current busi- 
ness. Some members of the consuming 
trades say they have reports that cer- 
tain producers are oversold, but they 
say the market does not act as if such 
were the case. Contracts over all of 
next year are still offered on a basis 
of 25@30c. per pound, according to 
quantity and seller. Bichromate of 
potash has moved in a moderate way 
this week with quotations at the range 
quoted a week ago, viz, 38@43c. per 
pound. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from the 
beginning of the year to July 17 were 


5,860 tons, against 2,992 tons in 1915, 
and 2,050 tons in 1914, There is a fair 
demand for cutch in domestic markets 
with prices varying according to grade 
and 9@15c. per pound quoted. 

GAMBIER.—An easier tone has been 
noted in the local market and spot of- 
fers have been heard as low as 9%c. 
per pound. On moderate amounts the 
quotation is 10@10*c. per pound, and 
considerable business is said to have 
been placed at the latter figures. On 
shipments 9@9%c. per pound can be 
done on round lots. A report from the 
London market says the market for 
whole bales is firm, and for arrival an 
advance of 1s, 3d. has been realized, 
sales of good marks per September-Oc- 
tober being reported at 31s.@31s, 3d. per 
ewt., c. i. f. In cubes no business has 
transpired. 

LOGWOOD.—With different grades 
of logwood on the market prices must 
be considered from the standpoint of 
quality, Some of the lower grades are 
offered at $30@33 per ton, with better 
selections going from that level up to 
$45 per ton. Logwood chips are also 
distinguished according to grade, with 
some offerings held at 5@5%c. per 
pound, and others at 4@4%c. per pound. 
Logweod extract is quoted at 30@40c. 
per pound. Hematine crystals are 
quoted at 50@60c. per pound, and he- 
matine paste ranges from 28c, to 35c. 
per pound. 

MYRABOLANS.—Mail advices from 
Calcutta say the season is practically 
over. Stocks and supplies of picked 
yellow nuts are small. Offerings of 
mixed nuts are moderate. Quotations 
are about Rs. 1-14 to Rs. 2-14 per B. 
md., weight, loose, according to quality. 
Local dealers are very few. Shippers 
generally buy in the country, Supplies 
of Australian Bhimries or small yellow 
nuts are very small. Local and coun- 
try demand is rather moderate, There 
has been a fair demand for Europe and 
America, 

Offerings of myrabolans in the local 
market are scarce and in the absence 
of supplies prices are little better than 
nominal. 

PRUSSIATES.—Comparatively low- 
priced offerings of red prussiate of 
potash have been on the market this 
week. Prices are unsettled, due to the 
fact that different quotations are given 
by different sellers. Another unsettling 
factor is that odd lots have been of- 
fered, and when they were disposed of 
the prices asked were subject to re- 
Vision. Offers as low as $1.80 per pound 
were heard, and the market ranged 
from that figure up to $2.20 per pound. 
Towards the close of the week it was 
difficult to find offers under $1.95 per 
pound. Yellow prussiate of potash also 
was easy during the interval, and in 
some quarters 65c. per pound was said 
to be a free quotation, with a possibil- 
ity that it could be shaded. Quotations 
of 70c. per pound were given by some 
sellers, and in other quarters 8c. per 
pound was asked. This difference in 
price is accounted for to some extent 
by a difference in grade. Prussiate of 
soda followed the lead of the potash 
compounds, and the market was easy 
at 50c. per pound, with 650@55c. per 
pound showing the range in asking 
prices.
